REORGANISATION OF THE COLONIAL 
OFFICE. 


Di&ixicn of the Office, 

THERE are two Resolutions submitted to the 
Conference respecting the reorganisation of the 
Colonial Office. 

General Botha’s Resolution proposes that all 
matters relating to the self-governing Dominions, 
as well as the permanent Secretariat of the 
Imperial Conference, should lie placed directly 
under the Prime Minister of the United Kingdom. 

r rhe other Resolution, that of Sir Joseph Ward, 
states that it is essential that the Department of 
the Dominions be separated from that of the 
Crown Colonies, and that each Department be 
placed under a separate Permanent Under¬ 
secretary. 

His Majesty’s Government will not be able to 
agree to the first Resolution. 

At the Conference oE 1907 Mr. Donkin and 
Dr. Jameson wished to put the Secretariat under 
the Prime Minister, Mr. DeaJrin adding the 
suggestion that the Secretariat under the Prime 
Minister should deal with all the important 
despatches involving constitutional questions 
relating to the self-governing Dominions. 

Sir Henry Ciunpbell-Bai merman was unable to 
accept the duty of being responsible for the 
Secretariat, though he accepted the titular 
presidency of the Conference. Sir W, banner 
then expressed the opinion that the Prime Minister 
was too busy a man to be burdened with, other 
fin ties, The Prime Ministers of the Dominions 
will therefore not be in any way surprised to 
learn that the present Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom is unable to undertake the 
burden of responsibility not merely for the work 
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of the Secretarial, but for [bo whole work in 
respect of the Dominions. 

3- TV second Resolution will also not lie 
acceptable to His Majesty's Government, on 
grounds which it is believed will appeal to and 
tijcsive support from the Prime Minister ql 
Australia, of NV-w Xciduud, mid iff the Union • 
South Africa. 

From tbn point of view of these three 
Dominions. as well as of Ilia Majesty's Govern- 
raonU the bifurcation ol the Coluni:i] Office into 
two separate Departments, under which the over- 
sea po^i^sious would lie segregated, according 
to status, into two divisions—self-govcmiutr 
Dominions amt Crown Colonies respectively— 
would be open to Kerioiiii objectiou t beKtuse this 
would remove the ndiuimstmtton of the South 
A Erica n Protectonvtes and tthtxI es i a t :u id of Fi j i p 
and the islands of the Western Pacific from i ho 
control of the iXnuinioos Department. 

Tii' 1 efficiency of the administration of these 
would lie undoubtedly diminished, 
and ilio three Dominions concerned would not 
fed the came confidence in that administration if 
it tfirodivorced from tlio Itarmninas Department, 

The bifurcation of the Colonial Office, so far 
as is practicable with due regard to efficiency 
and convenience, bus already practically boon 
effected by the separaiicu carried out in 
acoorJjinee with Lord Elgin’s nHd.-ri: iking at the 
last CYjnfrrenCe. 

L Lud Elgin’s scheme, as explained in his 
despatch of the 2 1st Sep ternher* 15307, under 
which the office Is at present managed, did net 
absolutely divide the office into two halves, 
placing the work relating to Dominions and 
I’nwfit Polonica into iva tor-tight Dcpurtrmmlv; 
rids would have r u vulved a severance of the South 
African Praise tonics, and ol the Western Pacific 
Protectorates- aud Fiji, from the Dominies 
Depart merit, which, for the reasons already stated, 
i- undesirable. It would also have involved iJjl 
abolition uf the (h* item I Department which 
tranwiei n a certain nimumt of business common 
to the two Departments, mainly relating to 
ceremonial matters and legal imstriimiuiia. Jr 
would also have involved the appointment of a 
sejwat' legal advisor for cadi Departnicut. A 
rigid division would also mean sotting up a 
separate Accounts Branch, Library, Copying 
Branch* and Printing Bnmcli, which would be 


absurd and unjustifiable, nor would it bo 
desirable lo treat Hid staff of each I Vpartmeni 
s ,3 a separata service, never liable to interchange. 
The work of the two divisions of the office, as 
now organised, is in many respect* TeUitfd, and 
questions of policy and principle cmmoi he 
decided in one sense for one division, and in 
another sense for the other. Association and 
interchange of the staff of the office from time to 
time arc much to be desired from this point of 
view. It Is also worth remarking that in the 
absence of any interchange the stagnation in 
promotion which might occur in connection with 
SO small a stuff n» that attached to the Dominions 
Department would have a most scriovm effect niwii 
the senior fliiJ junior insmbcrs. hrecptetit uitcr- 
chauges between the clerks of the higher grade 
in the two 1 lejwtmeats are not likely to mke 
place, for die simple reason that i f hi vials versed 
in particular work of eugrosMug interest a re never 
anxious to he moved, nor are their superior 
anxious to move them. 

I lls Majesty's Government iuuhI be admitted 
to be the best judges as to the above arrange¬ 
ments, for which they pay and are responsible to 
Parliament. The Dominions cannot fairly object, 
For the separation is as complete as considers ions 
of efficiency allow* 

[ K The further change suggested by the second 
Resolution, via*, the substitution of two 
Permanent U lido r-8ee retries of .State for one 
would not conduce to efficiency under ib- present 
arrangements, and is not appropriate or nwtmt? 
gg long as the division of the office does not 
strictly follow the lines ol status. The harmonious 
administration of the office would suffer II there 
were two permanent heads, 1 he correlation uf 
information and policy afforded by a $m$lv 
permanent head is a secordy to the Secretary of 
Ftatc. with which he cannot bn tixpectcd Lo consent 
to dispense. 

G. It would be inedible, however, to agree to a 
change m the title of the Secretary of State, raid 
thus lo meet the strong smitum-mlal objection felt 
on the part of the people of the sol Invert i mg 
Dominion* to their being included trailer ■ he term 
Colonics without any recognition of >h<ir special 
status, if their different status is to be recog- 
uised, the title .if the Becietaty of State 
ought to Iw '‘Secretary of State lor the self- 
governing Dominions and Crown Colonies/* 
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This could be shortened to " Secretary of State 
for Dominions and Colonics." This designation 
would appear to be preferable, in the rirciun- 
stances, to tire suggestion nf Sir Joseph Ward.

It would not appear to he necessary to make 
any change in the title of the Colonial Office 
itself, which is convenient and has many t raditions 
behind it

'file second resolution, of New Zealand for the 
imperial Conference proposes the creation of nn 
Imperial Coutwtil of State, on which the Dominions 
would lie reprinted, in theory and in fact 
advisory to the Imperial Government on all 
questions a Sect tug the interests of the oversea 
l>i>tmpious. The third Now Zealand resolution 
contemplates an advance by providing that the 
High Conn nisi loners are to be informed of matters 
affecting their Dominions, with a view to their 
Government* expressing their opinion on them ; 
i1t-v ure also to bn invited to attend meetings of 
the Committee of Imperial Defence when ques- 
titpjH affecting the Dominions are under con¬ 
sideration ; they ore to lie invited to consult the 
Foreign Mmister respecting similar questions ; 
they are to bo the sole channel of communication 
between the Imperial mid Dominions (.Govern 
meat's, liovernoire being given identical and 
simulumeoiis m form at ion, 

The precise relation of these proposals tu each 
other Ima probably not been thought out by the 
Xcw Zealand Government. A h 1 hey stand, though 
ibe Council is udvhiary only, and though the 
High Commissioners are consulted only subject 
to reference to their Governments, there would be 
u grave risk that, e.j., in respect of the general 
foreign policy of too Empire, the responsibility 
Fur which must in the nature of things rest with 
His Majesty’s (Wcruuient, the position of His 
Majesty’s Government would lie made most 
iii Eli cull in practice* 

if, however, the desire of New Zealand for 
further recogniliou of the High Commissi'inere is 
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to be met, His Majesty’s Government will no 
doubt consider whether this may not be 
sufficiently [not by the creation of a joint Council 
or Committed consisting of the High Commis- 
fdoners acting with representatives of the 
Dominions Dejiartment and of the Secretariat 
Incorporated in it to deal with such matters of 
common inf crest as sire now discussed al the 
Imperial Conference. After this body had dis- 
cussed a question from ihe point of view of the 
interest of each Dominion concerned, and had 
arrived at some common agreement, each High 
Conumflsioiier would send a detailed report of the 
proceedings and suggestions to his Government. 
An organisation permanent mid continuous in 
action would thus be established, but purely 
informatory and advisory in character* 

8, The proposed body would be for all practical 
purposes a Standing Comm![toe uE the Imperial 
Conference* At present the only pro vision made 
for the interval between the quadrennial meetings 
of the imperial Conference i> that of sub&idiary 
Cdnferences u.i hue by agreement Ihmwocp the 
Govermitents. The Defence Conference of 1 GOD 
and the Copyright Conference of 1910 ware 
subsidiary Conferences of this kind. 

The nuclein* of the Committee would consist, of 
the four High G'vmmissLoner-, and with them 
would sit the Fndef-Secretarief’ of State in the 
Dominions Department (the head of the 1 him in ions 
Department and the Secretary to the Conference) 
and also may superior official of iho Department 
of the Home Government affected hy the subject 
under discussion* The chair might lx- occupied 
by the Secretary of Sente or the F&rliamentary 
Uuder-Secretary uf Suite. The number ol 
meetings and detailed arrangements could he 
left for settlement later. 

The composition of the Commitloo would in 
that case be similar to what may be expected to 
be the composition of subsidiary Cbnfercjlccs as 
a rule. 

The comp<jsition of the membership of the 
two subsidiary Conferences which have hitherto 
taken place has not been quite uniform. 

At the Defence Conference uf 1909 only 
Ministers were members, but this was a very 
special occasion. At the Copyright Conference 
oF 1910 Mr. Dux ten presided, and Mr. Fisher, 
a Minister, represented Canada, bin New 
Zoaluud und South A fries were represented 
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by their High Commissioners, and Australia by 
an ofc - Governor-General Newfoundland tras 
represented byliur Prime Minister, who happened 
to lie in Hu rape on other business as well. There 
also sui an In- table and took |>:trr three permanent 
officials of the Beard of Trade, u member of the 
Conned of India, and the Seenstflry of the Imperial 
Conforeuee, This subsidiary Conference mar lie 
taken to illustrate the usual composition of such 
Conferences. 

Sh 'J'he business which would be transacted by 
the proposed Standing Ccunmii tee has hitherto 
formed the subject of oorresponrienco with the 
Dominion Governments through the Governor- 
Geuend and Governor, and such correspondence 
tniiHt continue. Since, if UU Majesty's Kepre- 
sen Salivas In the ! l> mini ions are not kept Fully 
informed their position is gravely impaired, and 
it will be ditlkmU to secure men of energy and 
capacity to accept posts which will become 
largely social. 

HI. It U above suggested that the operations of 
the* Standing CommSUeo should In* strictly limited 
to such subjects (which either have been before 
the Conference or cire proposed for a future 
Conference) as may by consent of all Govern¬ 
ments, previously oblamed (a a essential condition), 
tic agreed on sis subjects for the Standing Com¬ 
mittee. 

There U hen? a practical difficulty. It is 
difficult to state definitely in the work of the 
Dm [unions Department what is, mid what is not* 
a Conference subject* and subjects arc constantly 
becoming Conference subjects and ceasing to 
become so as action is Completed or further 
progress is found to be Impossible. For example, 
the question of uniformity of patent and trade¬ 
mark law is our which must i^oon combo to be « 
Cuiifcreuee subject, as the Governments of several 
f.Juiiiinir>na 'in not desire further dineusidon, but 
wbh to proceed on lines already kid down. Up 
the other hand, the Decknificm of London being 
a mailer of hiternnih uml politico was regarded 
for two years us not a < '.mb'Teuco subject, hut 
suddenly became one when the Australian 
< iomm.ui]wealth cabled 11 resolution as to ii for the 
next Imperial Conference, 

If the Standing Committee is established there 
is a serious danger that Dominions ivhieh may 
have “ advanced “ views will put on pressure to 
extend the scope of tin.' Committee into region* 


which at present must remain, the province of IIis 
- Majesty’s Government, 

11, Assuming, however* that the Standing 
Committee van be kept strictly lo Conference 
maud's, it is to ho noted tlmt there is no certainty 
that it* establishment will be agreed lo by nil 
Dominions at the Conference. 

Il is in principle much the same as the 
Permanent Commission proposed by Mubylldton 
in 11105, which did not meet with the approval ol 
the Canadian Government, on the ground that it 
might conceivably interfere with the working of 
responsible GovernmMt, nor wan the idea pressed 

by Mr, Draikin. 

(:\ A further point to he noted is that 
when the Prime Ministers are here they are 
able to speak with full authority* which would 
not lio pflesooreil by the High Comnihsaioners* 
who, unless specially authorised urn only speak 
subject so reference to their Govern meats. It is 
ucconltngly doubtful if much saving of time will 
result in practice; die speed will be, as it always 
has been* the speed of llie slowest member. 
Further, the High Cominissiounra the unlives 
will, in any case, speak with varying degrees 
of authority, according as they are mom or 
less in the confidence of their Govormnents, 
rtnd the tendency .irking from a common dis¬ 
cussion by High Couiinisgioricrs will be to exercise 
u dlivingypOWer upon one or Other of their Go veru- 
ments which may be irksome.

must be remembered that the High Commissioner* 
however much lie may b* trauted by his Govern- 
nieiii, In particular casus, is in status a highly 
placed permanent official, and not a Cab Inal 
Mink tor, 

LI The result of the Standing Committee, if 
established* will in practice lie to enlarge the 
functions of the Seereiariat, 
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The Swrst&rmtn which is- linked with the 
Dominion* I>i’]Nirlnienh would ivnimn fts l>efore 
under the direction of Hie Secretary of SlfiO': for 
the Colonies. 

The status of the Secretary would natural h be 
increased by eLjo appointment of a Standing 
Ccuiniittee. It inti^L be assumed lluu the 
proposal of 6Kr Joseph Ward for the i msorporat ion 
of tk- sijilf of the Secretariat in the Dominions 
Itqwr.m. iji dees not indicate a proposal for the 
abolition of llso office of the Seen?lory.

Fortunately, the mistake was remedied, I feel certain that the Imperial Loin 
t\*rerun will take such steps as may lie necessary' to have a portrait ot the Sovereign 
vti at least one denomlnation of tlvo stamps of each Colony. Jn this connection it 
imiv be interesting io refer to rorrespondenci? I have had with Hih late Majesty 
King Edward on another phase of this question, I sent him a large number of 
letters, asking uk i to use my iivfhusnce to get a port rail of Queen Alexandra on one

The answer of His Majesty was full of wisdom and gqod tfc-use and absolutely 
unanswerable. The King said,that, entirely apart from him. I" tbought that on 
the postage stamps of the British Empire, as well as on all the coins id ihe realm, 
the portrait of the Sovereign alone should appear. 

This wise decision will be concurred in by every responsible Government ot the

received the careful consideration of (he Board. 

The Board gather from the Minutes of Proceedings, of (he Imperial Conference 
that, in order to give effect to the resolution referred to, the resolution of the Con* 
fereiioe on tine subject of the enforcement of Com mere ml Arbitration Awards was 
extended so as to embrace mutual arrangements for the enforce ment generally of 
all judgments and orders of Courts of Justice, including judgments or orders for 
the reinforccmeiil of arbitration awards (sec Minutes of Proceedings, pages 330 
and 425). The Board* moreover, observe that the reference to L£ poor relief bur¬ 
dens ,3 in the original resolution submitted to the Conference on the subject of 
deserted wives and children was struck out. If the deletion of this reference may 
Ik? taken as an indication that such procedure ns may In? adopted for securing tho 
enforcement abroad of Orders against persons who have deserted their wives and 
children is not to be available for Boards of Guardians in this country, the Board 
would practically cease to be concerned in the matter, and one of their objections 
to the original resolution would be removed At the same time, the Ifoard see no 
reason for altering the views expressed in the memorandum which they submitted 
to the Secretary of Slate for the Colonies in January ia-i.* 

The Board assume that in these circumstances the Secretary of State will con¬ 
sult the Law Officers of the Crown as to the form of any legislation which may be 1 
prepared for giving effect to the resolution above referred to on the subject of the 
enforcement of Orders of Courts of Justice generally, and if such legislation is so 
framed as to mtroduco reciprocal procedure which will he available to Boards of 
Guardians in (his country, the Board will be happy to consider any draft of a 
Bill which may lie submitted to them. They may add. however, that so far as 
Orders of Courts of Summary Jurisdiction arc concerned, the Home Office would 
appear to lie the Department mainly concerned.

character under the Poor Law Act, 1*45, and that lie might be sentenced to 
imprisonment. A deserted wife had a right of action for aliment at (.njminm 
Law, and the husband might be imprisoned ii he did not comply with an Order 
l’or the maintenance of his with ami family. The desire of the Loyal Government 
Board for SeoUund was lhat some method should be adopted by which person* who 
went to the Colonies could be induced tu send homo money for the support of 
their wives and familes. 

Mr. Risley pointed out that there were two questions which should be 
considered separately a* they presented different aspects, viz,* the ease in which 
an Order had been made by a Court in Urn United Kingdom against a husband 
in respect of the miiintenance of his wife and family, and thereafter the husband 
had left the country; and secondly* those case* in which before the making of any 
such Order a husband left the country and his wife and familv thereafter bet-nrne 
destitute. He considered that the number of cases of the second class was probably 
very much larger than the number of cases of the first class, and Mr, Macpher&ffl 
concur reel in, this view for cases in Scotland* 

W ith regard to the first class of cases, it was agreed that there was no objection, 
in principle, to extending to them the principle of the Judgments Extension Act, 

1.•><;*. which already appS&d to the cstonBion of judgments of Superior ( quits itt 
the three parts of the United Kingdom. To carry out ibis principle i 1 would be 
necessary to legislate in (his country in order to provide for the enforcement by 
Courts of Summary Jurisdiction in this country of orders made by similar Courts 
In maintenance eases in the Colonies. Such legislation would, of course, be applied 
only when reciprocal legislation had been passed in the (VJonies, and the Act 
could be expressed in the form that an Order in Council could be issued bringing 
it into force in respect of any Colonies in which reciprocal legislation had been 
passed. 

Mr. Simpson pointed out that on Order once issued in this country lasts during 
ihe life of the parties, unless set aside for good cause, and that care must he taken 
to prevent ouch an order from being automatically enforced in the Colony, after 
cause has arisen for setting it aside, and it was agreed that this could not be 
permitted, but that the English procedure must Ijc followed, namely, that ii' an 
Order had been made and the husband in a Colony failed to comply with it, the 
wife in this country must take steps in the usual way to apply for process in respect 
of the arrears. It was also agreed that it would be necessary, m order to make 
the Act effective* that the husband should pay any sums to lhe officer of the Colonial 
Court Ivy whom they could be remitted to this country, since otherwise o.-nfusion 
would always result on the mere question of whether the payment had been made. 

Mr. Simpson was anxious that further precautions should be taken to secure 
that the Court did not grant process in respect (if arrears without satisfying itself 
by independent evidence that the wife was not notoriously guilty nf such misconduct 
m to disentitle her to alimony or maintenance. He pointed out that grave hard¬ 
ship- might arise if process were granted on application white the defendant was 
not in a position to prove that his wife was leading an immoral life and was no 
longer entitled to maintenance. Mr, Biron stated that in England in such cases 
the wife would Ive entitled in obtain the arrears, but that the husband would he 
entitled, if he had evidence to show that her conduct was immoral, to obtain a 
rescinding of the original order. Ha admitted that there would lie much greater 
difficulty In iho case of a man who was resident in a Colony, as it would probably 
be impracticable for him to take proceedings to vary the order, It was considered, 
however, by Sir Hartmann Just, Mr, Risley. And Mr, Yfaepherenn that, while the 
objection was a sound one, it was one which could not in any convenient manner 
be removed, and that it must be sufficient in reporting on the proposal to point out 
the objection^; and this was agreed to by Mr. Simpson and Mr, J erred. 

On the second quest ion--where husbands who are living in a < otony fail to 
maintain wives and children left behind in the United Kingdom ifiere was fell 
to be much greater difficulty, Mr, Biron explained that it was contrary to the 
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fitting lfiw in this country t<■ make au order against a defendant who could not 
he summoned to appear. Jt was 1 rue that a summons could fjc sent to the last 
known address, but tbit was only in eases where the man was still supposed to 
bo in this country, and if it were known that he were abroad an order could not 
lv made. Moreover, the making of orders against absent defendants was a thing 
that was contrary to the ordinary practice, and lie fell that there were strong 
objections to the making of any such orders. He, himself, in actual practice under 
the Act of Lh&n, when a defendant did not appear was in the habit of adjourning 
the case for a week with a view to obtaining his presence, if possible, and he caused 
him to tie warned that if he did not appear the case would be dealt with in his 
absence. On the other hand, Mr, Micpherson considered that though it was not 
the practice in Scotland to make such orders against defendants who were absent, 
nevertheless, he did no! *ee strong objections to the making of such orders, A 
man who deserted his wife and children was, primd facie t m the wrong, and if 
he were, as hr. no doubt Wits, at a disadvantage in raising defences that might 
otherwise be open (o him, that was a disadvantage in which lie had involved himself, 
lie explained, however, Hint in Scotland no defence was open in a ease in which 
a wife stud for alimony except that the husband was willing and ready to take 
her back and to provide for her The wife's right of action against her husband 
was a Common Law and not a statutory right. On the other hand, Mr. Biron 
pointed out that under the Statute of 1895, which alone conferred jurisdiction 
on magistrates in such cases, various defences were open to the husband, for 
example, that the parties hud separated by mutual agreement, which was a very 
common and often si perfectly genuine defence, or that 1 he wife had committed 
adultery, There were also other defences based on tho model of divorce 
jurisdiction, 

M Mr, Macphetson raised the question whether it would be possible to apply 
ibo principle of the Fugitive Offenders Act to eases of men who deserted their 
wives and families. .Sir 1 lartmann J ust pointed out that this mode of procedure was 
regarded by Sir John Findlay (who was under the erroneous impression that it was at 
present available) as much too cumbersome and expensive, while, if carried into effect, 
w would merely mean that the husband would be brought home and imprisoned 
for a comparatively brief period without any special advantage accruing to the 
deserted wife or children. It was agreed by Mr, Macpherson that the procedure 
mijld hardly he justified- He suggested, however, that the remedy of deportation 
might lie applied by the Colonies to cases in which husbands resident there had 
deserted wives and children. Sir Hartmann Just pointed out that even the 
Canadian law-, which in the matter of deportation went further than ulher Colonial 
laws made no direct provision for deportation in such cases, although, no doubt, the 
Government could use the wide powers of deportation conferred by the Act in such a 
manner as to effect the same result. Sir Hartmann Just deprecated strongly any pro¬ 
posal to the Dominions that this form of procedure should be adopted, and be indi¬ 
cated t hat it would be impracticable to adopt reciprocity in this matter in the United 
Kingdom. It was agreed that h would be inadviable that this course of action 
should ix: suggested to the Governments, 

Mr. Itir.m suggested that it might be possible to adopt ihe plan of making In 
the C-mirts nf this country provisional orders for maintenance on the application 
of u deserted wife, which orders should become effective on Uiiig confirmed b\ the 
Courts ill the Colonics. The procedure would, roughly speaking, be that the" wife 
should apply to the Court for an order and should be granted that order if she 
made out a /yrimd fan*' rose; the whole record would then be submitted to the Court 
in the ihisiiinh.n within whose jurtodj< tion the defendant was resident, and that 
Court should then run firm the order if it thought fit to do so or hear the defences 
which might be alleged by the husband. On the suggestion of Mr. Iiisfev it was 
agreed that the procedure might be made more satisfactory by adopting the principle 
of Section 0. of the Fxirndithm Act of 1*73* by providing that if the husband 
desired he could request that 0 video re should be obtained from this country in hiw 
interval A. It was agreed that ibis would tei practicable, even though it might add 
considerably to the delay in ibo proceedings, Mr. Simpson pointed out that it 
would not be available for cross examination of the witnesses on whose evidence the 
original provisional order had been made, bat ft was agreed that power should 
In- given fur ibe wife to hare the witnesses whose evidence was taken on behalf of 
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the husband cross e\amined on her behalf* Mr. Simpson was of opinion that oil 
the ana fogy of the Commissions Rggaudres width came Iroin foreign countries 
the procedure would tie really quite simple and inexpensive. . 

It was agreed that the proper mode of procedure would be by Imperial Act, 
which would give the magistrates the power to make the proposed provisional order* 
against defendants in ab&ntia. and which would empower magistrates Jo confirm 
provisional orders made in alma tin against defendants in this country by t mirts 
m the Colonies. The Imperial Act might apply to aJl the Crown C olonics, and. 
in the rase of the Dominions, it might be provided that it should be applied by 
Order in Council to any Dominion, if reciprocal legislation had been passed in 
that Dominion, providing for Ihe completion and enforcement in 1 he_Dominion oi 
provisional orders made in this country and tor (he making of provisional orders 
m the Dominion against defendants in lb to 1 'mint ry, H . . - , 

It was recognized ibai the same difficulties would exist in the ease 01 ^such 
orders ns regards their continuous enforcement, as existed in the case of the eritoree 
ment of orders made against a defendant lie fore lie left the country. H was ntoo 
agreed bv all the memtasrs of the Conference that the procedure propped was open 
to considerable objection, but that ii' the object, of ihe Impi-ml Conference was to 
he carried nut, it was, in their opinion, the hast objectionable which could be devised. 
Mr. Jerred was very doubtful of the wisdom, of the policy as a whole, and he stated 
that the Local Government Board were unwilling to encourage local 1 00 r Law- 
authorities to spend money in such cases. Mr. Macptowm stated that the view 
taken in Scotland was different, and they would not object to the local Poor Law 
authorities making payments in care* of this sort In order to enforce obligations. 

The case of orders for maintenance made in England, Scotland, <<r Ireland 
on the application of Poor Law authorities was not separately discussed, but would 
no doubt lx* covered by the principles mentioned above,

As indicated in the Memorandum accompanying their letter >n the 3rd February, 
1011,t the Board are nf opinion that the Miitnlw i* of ease* to which reciprocal legit*la 
tion would apply in this country would lie very limited. an.d ii w<>uld seenn that the 
difficulties in the way of making such legislation effective, even to this limited 
number, are exceedingly great, 

The Board have taken the advice nf Senior Counsel upon the legal aspect of the 
case, and he states as follows :— 

” The recommendations of the Interdepartmental Coiajininee appear to 
me to be unworkable Take the case of a man who emigrates to Australia. 
A woman alleges that she is his wife, and that certain children who are here 
Ari- hi* also, She, in lib absence, get* sin order agaiii*i him behind his buck. 
Jt may have all the vices of an order obtained vjt parte. It possibly ought 
never to have been granted. This order is sent to Australia. It is served 
on a man who is supposed to lx? the defendant He shows cause againsi it. 
He may have several defences, any one of w hich may be sufficient, or Vic may 
have none. Whether he has a good defence nr a bad defence, the case* must 
be tried in Australia, as in England or Ireland, behind the hack of the 
phi ini. ih, The parties can never in practice I*e brought fare to face sons to 
enable flic tribunal to give a satisfactory judgment. I am dealing with the 
matter from a practical paint of view, anti not with what is possible by the 
expenditure of large sums of money. The expense would In? prohibitive. 
TaW the Eirst essential proof — ihe identity of (he man served with the order 
in Australia with the person against whom the order was made in England 
or Ireland, This might involve very grrai expense, Take another mo^l 
meritorious defence thal the man was driven (pemigrate by the shame of his 
wife's previous desertion of him and living with another man hi adultery; 
How could that issue lie tried in Australia without vast eosi to l, eth the 
parties? It would he just as cheap for the wife to follow the man to 
Australia, and to see him there -that is, if lhere is to he any real trial 

“ In my opinion the suggested inter-departmental legislation would Stave 
no beneficial result." 

The Local Government Board have no alternative suggestions to offer to those 
made hy the Conference, and if the legislation i> considered deniable for Kuglftml 
and Scotland there would seem to lie no reason for excluding Ireland from its scope 
The expenditure, however, which would lx* involved would, in the opinion of the 
Board, be likely to deter any Trish local authorities from putting (he new law into 
operation.

Sir Edward Grey is reluctant, at this stage, to criticise in any great detail a 
measure which seems, in the main, to carry out the recommendations oi the inter- 
departmentfd Committee appointed in 1899 10 consider and advise upon the 
legislation necessary for amending the existing Acts, but there are certain important 
pdinU which, in view of the daily experience of this Department m dealing with 
applications for protection in foreign cOunlrics, cull for comment 

It iscspecmllv desirable that any statutory enactment winch affects the national 
status of individual* should, as far as possible, bo operative only from the date of the 
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j tasking of the Act. Any provision which operates, or may be deemed to operate, 
retrospectively not infrequently leads to hardships and confusion; more than one 
instance of such hardships, urismg front the language of Section (3 of (he Naturali¬ 
zation Act, IS70. is withm the knowledge of your Department, 

Clause 1 (-M of the Bill enclosed in yoir letter, read in conjunction with the 
lOrond paragraph of Clause 25, would, if strictly interpreted, imply that the children 
of naturalized British subjects, whether naturalized under the Act of 1844 or that of 
IS70, are made retrospectively into Bril tsh subjects. This could hardly be seriously 
contemplated, and it seems desirable to insert in the Bill some language which will 
make it quite clear that the provision only applies to such children born abroad after 
the date of the passing of the Act. 

Again, it cannot be intended to deprive the second generation of British sub¬ 
jects born abroad of the British status they have already acquired by virtue of 
13 George 111. c\ 21. 

This statute is to cease to have effect by the terms of Clause 1 {3) of the Bill, and 
A also specifically repealed in the Third Schedule of the Bill. 

These provisions, read in conjunct ion, might be held to take the ease out of 
Si i tiun 38 of the Interpretation Act, 1889 (52 and 53 Vic. c. 53) and give the pro¬ 
vision a retroactive effect. It should, in Sir E. Grey's opinion, be made quite clear 
that the Act only operates in depriving persons of British status who are born abroad 
of the second generation after the date of its passing, as il is undesirable that there 
should be any possible ambiguity on the point. 

The only remaining observation that Sir E. Grey has to make ia with regard to 
Clause 11 ( 2 ) of the Bill, 

Coder this, clause, the son, under age. of a British subject who becomes volun¬ 
tarily naturalised in a foreign Stale loses his British nationality whether he resjdes 
with his father or not, and might well be even unaware of the effect on his legal 
status of the action taken by his father; and even should it be brought to his know¬ 
ledge if would if he wished io retain his British status—-involve the necessity of 
naturalization and the consequent excuse attaching thereto. This provision may in 
certain eases entail a real hardship upon ihe son, and especially in the ease where 
f lie law of i lie foreign count 17 eonoerped—Russia is a case in point—docs not include 
the son in the father’s naturalization. The son, in the case contemplated, would 
thus be left without any nation.il status at all, Sir Edward Grey is aware that this 
provision of the Bill gives effect to the recommendations embodied in paragraph 58 
of the Deport of the Committee appointed in ISsD. but notwithstanding its imper¬ 
fection, he cannot refrain from expressing i]u? opinion that, the provisions of Section 
II) (3i *>f the Naturalization Act ol !>70 are in many respects preferable to the new 
provision. At any rate be is disposed to think that some language should be intro¬ 
duced into the Bill which would make the provision contingent on the son as well as 
the father acquiring a foreign national status, when be is deprived, very possibly 
against his own wish, of Ids status as a natural born British subject. 

The question might be considered of Inserting a sub-clause under Clause 18, 
empowering the Secretary of .State to define what, constitutes service under the 
Crown within the meaning of (a) of Clause 2(1).

With reference to the letter from this Olfice of the 29th January, t l am 
directed by Mr. Secretary Ifareouit to transmit to you, to be kid before Mr, Sec re- 
tary McKenna, the accompanying copy of a telegram; from the Governor of New 
Zealand on the subject of the draft British Nationality and Status of Aliens Bill* 

2 Mr. Harcourt concurs in the view' expressed by the Government of New 
Zealand that it should made quite clear how far each of the clauses of the Bill 
extends to the whole of the Empire, and he has no doubt that Mr McKenna wilt 
agree that it is most desirable that the possibility of conflict of opinion on this subject 
should lie avoided. 

3. Of the clauses specially mentioned in Lord Islington's telegram. Nos. 1 and 
22 obviously apply throughout the Empire, while Nos, 111 and 17. as indicated by 
Clause 8 m and by the cross heading above Clause 18, are meant only to apply to 
the Ended Kingdom. It might* however, be well if the application of each of theft: 
clauses wore made Hear in the text. As regards Clause 9-11, Mr McKenna may 
lie interested bv a perusal of the enclosed copy of a correspondence which has recently 
taken place with the Swiss Minister with reference to the position of the wife and 
children of a Swiss subject naturalised in Australia. It appears to Mr, Hareourt 
that, as she Bill is drafted, the application of Clauses ll 10 extends to all natural 
born British subjects, to British subjects holding Imperial certificates of naiuruliza- 
ti'-iii. and to British subjects by virtue of Co loti in l certificates under Clause 8 (2) of 
the flit! while within the limits of the Colony in which the certificate has been 
granted. On this interpretation the wife of a British subject who holds A Colonial

I ekfehred to Ilia Majesty’s Secretory of State for the Colonics your note of 
the 30th ultimo, respecting the case of Julius Staublc, who was naturalised as a 
British subject in the Cotmixonwealth of Australia. 

i have now the honour to inform you that the case as regards Mr. Staublc r s 
children apt wars to be governed by Section 10 of the Commonwealth Act. No 1 3, of 
1903. of which a copy is enclosed, Under that section, an infant, not being a 
neural-born British subject, wheats father has obtained a certificate of nature Liza - 
tion, and who has at any time resided in Australia with his father, shall in the 
Commonwealth be deemed to be naturalized, if the child has not complied with 
this condition it cannot he deemed to have been naturalized in the Commonwealth. 
No distinction is drawn between children born before, and children born after, the 
naturalization, 

As regards Mr. Statible's wife, the Commonwealth Act contains no provision 
expressly dealing with the case of the wife of a person who, while married to her, 
is naturalized in the Commonwealth, but her nationality would be that of her 
husband it the principle embodied in Section It) ( 1 ) of the Imperial Naturalization 
Act. 1870, were held to apply. On Lhb point, however, His Majesty's Government 
are not in a position to give an authoritative opinion, It will be observed that 
Section 9 of the Commonwealth Act provides only for ihc case where nn alien woman 
marries a man who is already a J| British subject ‘ P us defined in Section 3, 

\ Imye the honour to add that, whatever may lie the law as regards the wife, 
its operation, both in her ease and in that of the children, would he automatic, and 
would not he dependent on the wish of the husband or father.

" British Nationality and Status of Aliens Bill ” mid desires to make the following 
observations on the points raised therein. Prior to the receipt of your letter the 
Bill had lieen revised in certain respects, and this letter will deal with the points 
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by reference to the revised draft XXXVIL {%),* of which three copies are enclosed 

Mr McKenna concurs in the view that it is desirable that the extent of the 
various provisions of the Bill should be made as clear as possible, but he doubts 
whether it is desirable to insert any express provision that the Bill or any particular 
part thereof applies throughout, the Empire, inasmuch as it is intended that mum 
of the provisions of the Bill should not only extend throughout the Empire but should 
ho of world-wide application. He is disposed to think that the express limitation 
of sonic of the provisions of the Bill to the I nited Kingdom makes it clear that the 

others art? intended to have a wider application. 

Of the clautes specially mentioned in the telegramt from New Zealand it seem* 
i v be sufficient!v dear that Clauses 1, 9, Hi. ll v and 17 apply outside the l niU-d 
Kingdom, and Mr. McKenna may sav incidentally that he agrees with the inter 
pretalion placed upon Clauses 9 to 11 in the third paragraph of your letter As 
regards Clause lft, it seemed to Mr. McKenna that the words in the (rossd leading 
purporting to indicate that the clause is limited to the United Kingdom were wrong, 
Eeiti^ incomsisteret with the terms of the clause itself, some of which were expressly 
limited to the United Kingdom while others were not so limited These words in 
the cross-heading have now been omitted and Mr. McKenna thinks that the clause 
will clearly operate outside the United Kingdom save in so fur a* any provision to 
it is expressly limited A* regard< Clause 22, Mr. McKenna d • not trunk it 
the intention' nor does it seem, to him necessary, to legislate on the matter dealt with 
therein as regards the Dominions. In tho revised draft the words "in the l mied 
Kingdom " have, therefore, been inserted in the third linn oi the clause. 

"Mr. McKenna L disposed to agree wills the interpretation of Clause 11 indicjitcd 
in the fourth paragraph of your letter, and is oi opinion that the expression Britts 1 
subject, 1 ' as used therein., would not include persons possessing local colonial natura 
li/.jition only. It may bo a matter for consideration whether this point might not 
\ti} made clearer, cr.tf,, by the insertion in the Bill of tx provision innt a person 
possessing local naturalization under a Colonial law is not to be deemed to a 
British subject within the meaning of the Bill, , , 

As regards the case of the widow of an alien who, having been a natural born 
British subject, desires to resume British nationality, I atn to point out that the 
omission from the Bill of any provision equivalent to Section 0 of the Act of 1 ^-t) 
was deliberate and in accordance with the recommendation of the Departmental 
Committee on whose Report the Bill was originally based. Such a pcrsi-h will he 
able to apply for naturalization in accordance with Clause 2 of the Bnl. and it is 
unnecessary to maintain, the almost purely verbal distinction in the Act of Iso 
between naturalization and re admission, 

Mr. McKenna concurs with your suggestion that, the Bill should provide lor 
the point as to the particular authority which should exercise the powers oS < Ian sc 7. 
and the revised draft enclosed herewith contains a provision on the point (see sub- 
clause (3) of Clause 7.) It' Mr Rareourt docs nut. desire that the Legislatures in 
the Crown Colonies should h;n d-e proposed power, Mr. McKenna will have no 
objection to sub-danse ( 3 ) being amended accordingly. 

Mr. McKenna thinks that the point raised by New Zealand and dealt with m 
the? seventh paragraph of your letter in regard to the permanency of the adoption 
of the Bill bv a Dominion is a most important one, and, as at present advised, he 
is indisposed to agree that a Dominion should have power to rescind its adoption 
of the Bill, lie is of opinion that the advantages in the direction of the solidarity 
of the Empire which are to be hoped for from the Bill would In? seriously diminished 
bv such ft provision, Even if ft Dominion L deterred from adopting the Bill by any 
doubt as to whether it will desire permanently to remain within the sphere of 
imperial nationality be is disposed to think that it would be hotter that such a 
Dominion should remain outside that sphere rather than that there should he any 
diance that, having once come in, il should go out again. _ 

As regards the regulations made under Clause 18, Mr. McKenna does not ihink 
that it is necessary that the regulations made by the Home Government should run 
in the Dominions; and he is, on the other hand, of opinion that it is desirable that 
the Dominions should clearly have the same power of making regulation* m f'gjrd 
to the certificates they issue as the Secretary of Stale at home will have. The 
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revised draft of the Rii) contain* express words on this point in Clause 7 fl) in 
inder to remove any possible doubt thereon. 

I am to add that in the revised draft. Clause 11 ( 2 ) has lieen amended and added 
to in order to meet points raised bv the Foreign Office, and Clause 24 has been 
inserted to meet the wishes of die India Office. Clause 1 (I) in) has also been altered 
by tiie restoration in lines 8 and f) of the phrase " dominions and allegiance " which 
appeared in earlier drafts and by the addition of the present sub-clause (3). in order 
to make it dear that persons already alive sire not affected either by the provisions 
of sub danse (1) (fr) Or W the re pea 1 {see Clause 27 (1) ami the Third Schedule} of 
the British Nationality Act, 1772. 

A further jvnint of drafting occurs to Mr. McKenna, vie., that the words " hut 
subject to lie confirmed or disallowed by His Majesty ” in Clause 8 ( 2 ) should he 
omitted. 

^ Mr McKenna suggests thru it will probably lie convenient that the points dealt 
with in this letter and any other points, which may lie raised on behalf of Australia 
(in Canada should form the subject of a consultation between the Departments con 
tvmed, and if ATr. Harconrt concurs be will lie glad to arrange accordingly as soon 
os the opportunity occurs. He hopes that it- will not lie long before any points to 
be raised by Australia and Canada will he in the possession of the Homo Cover tin Lent.

R egulations). Any telegram containing a succession of isolated letters, of numbers* 
of mimes or of words without eonnetted meaning, and, generally, any telegram which 
docs not. in the opinion of the telegraph service hear an intelligible meaning on the 
fine of it, is not admitted to the benefit of the reduced rate. Registered address 
ute accepted if accompanied by a text which makes their nature clear. Number* 
must be written in words. 

Telegrams without text arc not admitted. . . . 

Telegrams at reduced rates must be written m 1 reach or in one of the languages 
of the coiintry of origin or destination specified by the Administrations concerned 
and authorised for international telegraphic correspondence in plain language. 
According as the language employed is French, a language of the country of origin, 
or a language of the country ol destination, the supplementary nistriieiion (■ |S 
com plated and becomes L C 'F. L G 0, or L C D. The we of two or more language? 
in the same telegram h not allowed. 

The wording of the address and the signature of these telegrams is governed 
by the rules in force for ordinary telegrams. 

5, Counting of u*ord $.— I he words in the address, in the text, ami m the 
signature are counted according to the rules in force for ordinary telegrams. 

Rates ft nd charges. 

G, Riwime .—Deferred telegrams at reduced rates are admitted in the service 
between countries in the European regime and _ countries in the Extra-European 
risrime (iiichulinq Senegal). As regards the service between countries m the Extra- 
European regime (including Senegal), except by special arrangement to the contrary, 
deferred telegr zm are only admitted if the charge for ordinary telegrams is not 
less than l franc per word. . 

7. Rutts .—'The terminal and land and submarine cable transit rates m the case 

of deferred telegram* are reduced uniformly by SO per cent, . 

When a deferred telegram is diverted in consequence of an interruption ot route, 
the rates which are shared pro rata arc half those which would accrue to t lie different 
Administrations for a telegram charged for at the full rate if it were sum3ally 
diverted. 

S. A indication of full ordinary rate to irregular telegrams.—The Telegraph 
Administrations reserve the right to refuse at the reduced rate any telegram which 
in Lhcir opinion is not in accordance with the foregoing conditions*. 

When the delivery office observes that a telegram bearing one oi the Snpplemw- 
arv instructions L C V or h C D does not comply with these conditions, the telegram 
L treated in the saute way as one containing irregular combinations, 

9. Order of transmission ^—Deferred telegrams are only transmitted after non¬ 
urgent private telegrams and press telegrams. Those which have not reached thorr 
destination within a period of twenty-four hours from the tune of handing m art’ 
transmitted in turn with telegrams charged for at the mil rate. 

10. Delivery .-—Telegrams at reduced rates are delivered in turn with tekgta.n- 
at full rates. 

n Special services -—Telegrams nt reduced rates may bear any of the supple 
men law instructions except that relating to urgency. The rates applicable to the 
various special services desired hv tin- sender of a defer ml telegram (paid service 
telegrams conditions of delivery. R V. T, C.. &&). aro the same as in the rase o 
ordinary telegrams. The corresponding supplementary instructions are charged toi 
at the reduced rate. Telegraph money orders and maritime telegrams are. not 
admitted at the reduced rate. 

12. HeimhttrsrmmL —The period for reimbursement on account of delay in 
the case of a deferred telegram is in every case fixed at three times twenty-four hours. 

|$ ] rcoitats .^The accounts are drawn up in accordance with (he conditions 
set forth in Article LXXVL of the International Regulations, cfloh word m a 
deferred telegram being counted us half a word.

With this desire Ilia 1-ijy -h' - 
Government are in cordial sympathy, regarding the easy KHiiraimiraiiuii nt mini- 
matron of common interest as of prime importance in strengthening the ooaeaion « 
the Empire I have been in correspondence with the Western L nion ielegrap 1 
Company of the United Suites in connection with the leasing by that com] any - t, 
the cables of the Anglo-American Telegraph Company and of the Direct United 
States Company. The cables of the Atlantic companies are Hilly deployed duuiig 
a few hours of‘the day, but less fully during the remaining hours. I am glad to 1* 
able to anounce that in view of this fact, the three companies ret erred to hau* 
consented to accept press messages which are not of an urgent character, and ulm. !: 
may be postponed to the more urgent trafliCs at cue-hall ot the present rates. b‘> 
Che present the deferment may be less, but will not be more, than 19 hours reck emeu 
from the clock time of acceptance in the country of origin to the dock time ot 
delivery in the country of destination, except that, if the cables are congested some 
further delay may lie unavoidable. I have also obtained the oodnent or the E netnr 
t able Board ana of the Australian Government to a similar reduction m then 
charges for press messages of this class. The tariff of the New Zealand Government 
was already very low, and a further diminution was not itsked, _ Ihe cjtcct ’"■til 
be that the rates for these deferred press telegrams between the United Kingdom 
on the one hand and Canada, us well as the l nited -States, on the other, will lie. 
3id a word instead of 5d. as now: and between the United Kingdom and Australia 
and New Zealand the rate will Ear 4|d. a word instead of 9d. I am in ortfrimmtttf ion 
with the Commercial Cable Company also on, this question. I regret that 1 hate 
not vet been able to arrange for & similar reduction in cablegrams to and front 
India and South Africa, hut the Eastern Telegraph Company has consented to 
carry the Australasian cablegrams at. the reduced rate in the event ot interrupt ion to 
the Pacific cable. The service will come into till I operation on the loth instant, 
but the Westers i U rti on. A n git j- A mericatl, u od D i root t nited St ate* C on tpain ics will u> 
prepared to accept the press telegrams at the reduced rates at their own offices on and 
from tomorrow’. The Western Union Company proposes also, of its own initiative, 
to establish at once for the use of the public a system of so-called “night letters “ 
and ’■ week end letters " between lids country and places in Canada and the l nited 
States. These will be plain language cablegrams carried at largely reduced rates, 
“ Night letters ” will be delivered on the morning of the second day after they are 
handed in. T he charge per word will he rather more than quarter the usual rate, 
with a minimum of 8&. for 20 words or less. The ' week-end letters will he 
accepted on of before Saturdays for delivery on the following Tuesdays. The charge 
per word will be about one-fifth pf the present rate, with a minimum of (is. for 30 
words or \m On and from the 15th instant the Tost Office will receive these messages 
and co-operate in forwarding them by post or telegraph, according to rules which 
will lie announced. For the present, press telegrams at the reduced rates and the 
new letter telegrams will be sent by the cables of the Western t nion Telegraph 
Company and the two allied companies which I have already mentioned, and, so 
far as North America is concerned, can only be sent to places on the ' Stern I. mon 
Company'* system. I am glad to say also that the negotiations which have k-eti 
proceeding for some time with the cable companies for reducing by one-half the 
rates for plain language non-urgent cablegrams between the United Kingdom, 
India, the Dominions, the Crown Colonies, and the United States, have proved 
successful; and the new'arrangements will take effect on the 1st of January nest. 
T anticipate that the concurrence of certain foreign administrations will soon be 
obtained, mid that the scheme will shortly be extended hi many other parts of tho 
world. Under the new regulations of the Telegraph Convention the use of codes 
has hecn largely extended and code telegrams can be sent cheaply. I hope that the 
new tariffs will be of service to the senders of press and private messages in plain 
language, which are not of an urgent character, with respect to which the existing 
rates press heavily* No appreciable cost wilt fall upon the Treasury through these 
charges.

I would add that t propose also to introduce experimentally the system of cheap 
night telegrams into this country, so as to make fuller use of the telegraph system 
during hours when it is now idle. The public are likely to use such n facility only to 
distant places, aa the post will naturally be preferred, where it is equally serviceable. 
At the outset the system will he tried between London and Aberdeen and between 
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Loudon and Belfast. The charge will he 6<L for 36 words and |d. for every three 
words thereafter. The telegrams will E>e accepted up to midnight at. the head office* 
and will be delivered with the list morning delivery oi" letters. If the system is 
found to he of use to the public it v, ill be extended to other place*.

difficulties that would arise between the Canadian Coat Olhce Department and its 
own Post masters. 

In discussing this question your officers have laid considerable stress on the fact 
that the adoption of the scheme would benefit * -anada in affording a cheaptneaHs of 
making remittances to all parts of the Empire, but this phase of the question is not, 
from a Canadian standpoint, of any great itn|Hu lance. Remittances made to I he 
other Colonies are .comparatively few, being confined fur the greater part to Australia 
and New Zealand, with both of which Canada has n direct money order exchange, 
which fullv meets the mp Bremen is uf the Canadian people. 1 might add also, that 
there is no demand In this country far any cheaper means of remitting money to 
countries outside of Great Britain and the I nited States than that afforded by the 
Canadian nioncv order system since the present rates of commission were adopted. 

The objections on ihe part of Canada to undertaking ihe issue of British postal 
orders have been stated in previous correspondence nti the subject, and may bo sum¬ 
marised !IS folklWS I'— 

(1) That it would Ik - inconvenient, if not impracticable, to carry on a dual 

postil 1 note system. 

(2) The increased liability of the Department for the additional supply of 

pistil] notes [Haled in the hands of Postmasters, with iSic attendant 
risks from lire or burglary. 

i3) The fai l tlint ihyse orders would I* used locally, and also for remittance 
to die t iiited States, and would thus become a source of annoyance to 
the Postal \di Ministrations of both count ries, 

£4} That this Department would be unable to give any information concerning 
the payment of British order- after their return to Great Britain, 
without first rnrrc*]>o riding with the British Office, Such information 
is readily given in connection with rsuiuclian postal notes for any 
period tip to two years after their issue, and the fact that enquiries 
might relate to British order* would lead to confusion. 

15) The objection that would arise on the pari of many of the Canadian Post 
masters to luuidlmg these postal orders In some eases Postmaster* 
at country offices have resigned rather than transact postal note 
hudne-s. and if wnutd he mil of the question to impose the double 
responsibility of handling twin sets of postal mates on such Post¬ 
masters. 

While unable, lor the reasniis above stated. tn participate in the scheme in its 
entirety* the Postmaster General is fully persuaded as to ihe nmtual advantage that 
would re-nit m Canada and the l"nited Kingdom from a commercial standpoint, if a 
safe and cheap rneihod of rcihitting small sums between the two countries were 
arranged, and to ibis end he would again bring before your Administration the 
proposal for the reciprocal payment of the note* of each country hy the other. It 
has been advanced ns an objection on the part of Great Britain that if such an 
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arrangement were made with Canada, the postal orders ol the other Colonies^would 
also have to be paid. It is submitted, howu.er, by ihb Administration that Canada 
occupies an exceptional position in the Umpire, owing to the extent of the Dominion 
and the- magnitude of its postal business There is also to tjo considered the difference 
in, currency which would complicate any attempt at carrying on a dual system in 
Canada, but at the same time make it easy to distinguish Canadian postal notes 
from any other document in the Post Office* <u Great Britain. No other Colony, with 
the exception of Australia, which ha* mu via given its adherence re ihe scheme, can 
be compared with the Dominion in cither of the respects above mentioned, South 
Africa might be mentioned as almost equal in territorial extent, but, a* already 
stated, that country has found it advisable to abolish its own postal note system since 
adopting the Imperial Postal Scheme. Neither can it lie understood why any objee 
lions should be raised by the other Colonies to I In- payment ot { unndiuu postal notes 
in the United Kingdom, if these Colonic, have adopted ik Imperial order system 
and found it satisfactory. _ 

As regards the eotntitereial benefit that would result to the l mted Kingdom from 
the acceptance <ht Canadian postal notes, t have to remark that when Canadian 
postal notes were first issued, they were intended solely for local use. hut. nut with 
standing strict regulations to the contrary, great number* were remitted ta the I idled 
States, The officials of that vuiintiu understood that, in nearly every ease, the 
Canadian postal note presented mr payment in the l cited State* meant a purchase 
by ii Canadian from some dealer in thm country. and the I nited States Postal 
authorities readily agreed to the payment of Canadian notes in the same manner 
as money orders The system has worked very satisfactorily to lioth cOTH't'iey, and 
it is believed tluxt if Great Britain would agree to accept Canadian postal notes, a 
great uiiinv small purchase? now made in the United States bj HtCOUS of these notes, 
would he diverted to the United Kingdom There is no reason why a large part of 
this elas* of i rade should not go Great urituin if remittance* could be made witn 
equal facility. 

In renewing thi* proposal for tin- mutual exchange of postal order* or notes 
between the two countries. 1 am to say that the Post mas ter- -General W of the opinion 
that the commercial advantage resulting there!torn would he largely in tavour ol 
Great Britain. A great many smalt arih-les for which Canadian postal note* would 
ue remitted would lie purchased from dealers in Great Britain, while it is not fttitici 
pated that business firms ire Canada would reap any corresponding benefit through 
trade with the United Kingdom. 

I am enclosing herewith, for your information, a copy of the instructions issued 
to city Postmasters in Canada feintirig to payment of British postal orders, also ihe 
docket which is to he used in connection therewith. You will observe ihat Post¬ 
master* are instructed not to cash postal orders outstanding mure than six months 
from the last day of the month of issues also that no extra commission is to he charged 
on orders outstanding more than three monihs This Department has abolished 
such charges In connection with its own notes.

Vou wit! oltsarve, however* that in his aliove mentioned note Sc nor Urrutia 
filled i" imply that the Colombian Government would he prepared to forgo their 
objections to the separate withdrawal of the Dominions, if in return His Majesty’s 
Government would agree to abstain from claiming, under the mosL favoured-nation 
clauses in the Treaty, equal irvalii" nl for Eiritisli goods to that accorded to the goods 
of limitrophe powers. 

Mis Majesty'?! Government arc prepared to make this concession if necessary in 
Mrdcr to secure for tine Dominions the right of separate withdrawal. 

I mi icst, therefore, that you will now approach the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
once again on the question uY withdrawal of the Dominions, using, its far as you 
consider necessary or desirable. the arguments set forth, in the accompanying despatch 
Eo His Majesty’s Representatives abroad You should, however, avoid, as far us 
possible, all dismission respecting the statu#, under the Treaty, of the inhabitants of 
a Dorninhiti wliidi might so withdraw. In the event of Elis Excellency reverting 
to this point, you should, without actually disputing the statement made by Sen or 
1 rrutia in 11>08, endeavour to persuade him of the insignificance of the question 
involved, and of the improbability of its ever arising in practice. If be still persists 
in his objection*, you are authorised, while calling his attention to Senor Emilia's 
Note in IIIOS, in inform him ili.ii, n> an important concession, His Majesty* Govero- 
ineiM will lie willing to ulutain from Maiming, under Article IIL and IV, of the 
Treaty ui 1866, the same treatment. far British goods as that which may be accorded 
to good- of Powers conterminous with C olombia, on condition that m return the 
Colombian Government agreed for their part to the separate withdrawal of the 
Domini nil# from the Treaty, in the event of any of them wishing to adopt such a 
course. 

You should l>e careful to make it clear, however, that in these circumstances 
UK Majesty's Government would undertake to refrain from pressing their rights 
to itiuondhioiml most favoured nation treatment in Columbia solely in regard to 
such privileges as may b$ accorded to conterminous States, and that, there can be no 
question of their waiving those rights in any other particular.

The purpose of the Dominions is. as Mr. H&rcourt understands, to secure in 
respect of the old treaties the same liljorty which they at present possess under 
modern treaties owing to the operation m' tie " Colonial claose," The effect of that 
clause I-, to enahk a Dominion hy detdiiiing to adhere to, or by withdrawing from, a 
treaty, to strike foreign goods with any duties which it may tn> thought fit to impose, 
goods from the I han in ions being, of course, lit the same time liable to any duties which 
the foreign Government may think lit to impose. The adherence or withdrawal, how 
ever, of a Dominion does not, it will In- renirmlicrcd. affect the personal status of any 
British subject, as was made clear in the opinion of the Law Officers of 4th April, 
1911,t a copy of which is enclosed For facility of reference. 

It seems to Mr. Haroourt that t In.- purpose of the Dominions w ill he adequately 
served, and the provision for withdrawal will not be unduly extended in scope, if the 
Colonial clause as it is given in the Model Treaty (see confidential papers^ printed 
in connection with the Colonial Conference, 190/) i> taken as the basis of the pro¬ 
posed Protocol.

It is trim that, at (he desire 
nf the Australian Government, the Austrian Government was asked to allow the 
Commonwealth to withdraw from thr Navigation Treaty of 1888, hut the Austrian 
Govenmient enquired in reply whether the object was to prepare the way for a pre 
fcrential treatment of British vessels -is ngaiu&t ihose id" other nations. To this 
enquiry the Common wealth, which widuuhtedly contem plated such a preference and 
the closing of the masting trade to foreign vessels, has not, as Sir IT Grey pointed 
out nt the* Conference (p. 337 Cd. 574-5 J, replied, while the Italian Government 
when approached in a similar manner has definitely declined to permit withdrawal 
(Foreign Office to Colonial OHi«\ 18th February* HHO'j). As long as the Italian 
Government persist in their refusal to amend the Italian Treaty, which, as the 
Australian Colonics voluntarily acceded, differs from the treaties which form the 
subject of the draft despatch* it would seem that the liberation of thr Common wealth 
from the Austrian Treaty would lie of little value, as indeed Hr, Fisher expressly 
said at the Conferee (p 330). I am further to observe that if the An 4 ml inn reply 
to the Austrian enquiry is to Ik* in the ufiiinmlive, t!i.* policy is one which, in view 
of the danger of retaliation to British shipping, would lie as link- welcome to His 
Majesty's Covenfunent us to the Austrian Government In this connection I aio to 
refer In p. 135, ft. , nl the i 'nnlereiHv Proceeding-* I'd.

Li my despatch. No. 17, toinn>,r<.TJ, ot the 30th Novcintar, 1809, J ivrjueated 
yotir Excellency to rui|tiire oL the Italian Government whether they would be 
prepared to agree to Australia withdrawing from the Treaty, and you will recollect 
that the Italian Government replied that they could not recognise such a withdrawal 
as possible in view of the wording of the 'treaty, and '.hat it must remain dependent 
on thr denunciation of the Treaty by Great Britain, which was, as the Italian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs jusfh remarked, uudesirahL in the interests of both 
countries, Since then Ills Majesty's Government has had reason tostudy the whole 
question of the obligations oi the sell governing Homiinoim of the Empire under 
existing commercial treaties, and mure particularly under the Italian Treaty of 
1883, 

llis Majesty's Government I should explain, have for sonic yuais past always, 
wheiicver concluding oomnierdnl treaties with foreign Dowers, provided, both for 
the separate adhesion and the separate withdrawal of tin: various Dominion* and 
Colonics, hi these eases, there fore, the Dominiona can be set free whenever they 
bo desire. Ii is only from the older treaties that the Dominions are unable to 
withdraw separately. At the Imperial Conference which was recently held in 
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London, and which was attended by the Prime Ministers of the self-goyeming 
DoirjitiiuEis, viz., Canada, Australia, New Zealand, the l niou of 1 m tilth Africa, ana 
the Colony of Newfoundland,, a resolution was unanimously passed by the Con fere nee 
requesting His Majesty's Gorerninent to open negotiations with the several foreign 
(Governments having commerchil treaties which apply to the oversea Dominions, 
with a view to securing liberty for any of these Dominions which may so desire to 
v ithdraw from the operation of the treaty without impairing the treaty 4s respeete 
the rest of the Empire.

\Vite reference to your letter, No. 23800 1911. of August 11th last,* respect¬ 
ing the right of withdrawal of the self-governing Dominions from certain Treaties, 
1 am directed by Secretary Sir E. Grey r.o inform you that he has learnt unofficially 
from His Majesty's Minister at Copenhagen, that the Danish Government have 
raised ihref points with regard to the proposed Protocol. 

The objections raised are the following:— 

(11 The. draft l’rei i- considered to be < i.r---jb|*. ii. inasmuch as it only 
gives the British Dominions the right to withdraw, but does not accord 
to the Danish Government the corresponding right to denounce the 
existing Treaties with regard to one or all of the British Dominions 
without impairing the validity of the said Treaties as between Denmark 
and the United Kingdom. 

(2) It seems that (he most-favoured nation treatment which shall, according 

to the draft. Protocol £ be granted os between Denmark and that or 
those British Dominions which may have denounced the present 
Treaties for I heir part shall only Lie based upon the free will of the said 
Dominions, which may consequently bring n to an end whenever they 
like, whereas Denmark can only abolish it by denouncing the whole 
of the existing Treaties with the United Kingdom. 

(3) Tn order to render 1 he Protocol more clear it might be desirable to add an 

explicit stipulation, that Danish produce shall unconditionally (m ipso) 
be entitled to any favour which a British Dominion, having denounced 
the present Treaties with Denmark* has accorded or shall in the future 
accord to the produce of any other foreign country by special agree¬ 
ment, whether gratuitously or m return for special concessions from 
the other country. 

Sir E. Grey would be glad if Mr. Secretary Uarecuirt would furnish him with 
Ids observations cm these points, I am to state that the Danish argument as regards 
the first point appears tn him to be reasonable, and that Die third point, on the 
understanding mat it is a definition of the " most-favoured-nation " treatment 
referred to in the Protocol, appears reasonable also. The second objection would, i>f 
course, be removed if the wishes of the Danish Government with regard to the first 
point be meU

With reference to a letter from this Office of the 23rd October last;* enclosing 
a copy of a circular addressed to Hi* Majesty’s Representatives in various countries 
an the subject of the withdrawal of the self-governing Dominions from certain 
cnmmerc-hl treaties, i am directed by Secretary Sir E. Grey to state, for the informa¬ 
tion of Air. Secretary Harcourt, that this circular has now been also sent to ills 
Majesty’s Minister at Christiania, instructing him to ascertain from the Norwegian 
Government whether they would be willing to allow the self governing Dominions to 
withdraw, should they desire it, from the Commercial Treaty of 1826. 

I am to explain that the circula r was not despatched to Mr. Findlay at the Sana 1 
time as those to IIis Majesty's Representative- in the other countries indicated in 
the above-mentioned letter from this Department, as it was at that time net quite 
clear whether the old Danish Treaties, concluded in the seven teeth century with 
Denmark when Norway was a Danish Possession* and which are binding on the 
I tominintis, were si ill in force between Norway and Great Britain, m wdl as between 
Denmark and Great Britain. 

This question has since been carefully considered, with the result that it has 
now been definitely divided that Ills Majesty’s Government should decline to consider 
these treaties as being any longer in force ns regards Norway. 

Consequently the only commercial treaty that is in force, between this country 
and Norway is the Treaty of 1826, and as it is. equally binding r>n the Dominions Dm 
Norwegian Government are being now asked to consider the question of allowing 
the latter to withdraw" from it in the event of any of them desiring to do so.

list of Dominions (in the first paragraph of the protocol) which arc to have the 
right to withdraw-from that Treaty. 

W ith regard to paragraph 2 of the protocol. 1 would explain that His Majesty A 
Government nave had under ee moderation the cases of Papua and Norfolk Island, 
which became Colonies in 1888 and 17*8 respectively, and which are bound by nil 
treaties mentioning colonies in general terms. Papua is now under the -adminis¬ 
tration of the CrnnmrHswealth of Australia, while Norfolk Island is administered 
by the Governor of New South Wales, Et is possible, however, that both Colonies 
.may ultimately be umorpHorated in the Commonwealth of Australia. In any case, it 
is clearly undesirable that, treaty restrictions which arc not applicable to the Com¬ 
monwealth should be applicable to territories which are administered, the first 
directly by the Commonwealth, and the second liy a State Governor. I trust that, 
in view of these circumstances, the French Government will sec m objection to 
extending the provisions of the proposed protocol to Papua and Norfolk fstand, 
subject to the conditions indicated in the second paragraph of the draft now sub¬ 
mitted.

Oti the 1.3th ultimo the Japanese Charge d'Affaires stated that, when the 
Commercial Treaty was signed between Great Rrltaiu acid Japan, His Majesty's 
Government undertook to do all that, they properly could to obtain the adhesion 
to the Treaty of Hong Kong, the Straits Settlements* and Ceylon. 

His Majesty's Government did not fail to communicate at once with the Govern¬ 
ments of the Colonies in question, with the result that Ceylon and the Straits Settle¬ 
ments have signified their readiness to adhere to the freaty, while Hong Kong 
desires to defer its decision for a year or eighteen months from the date of the 
exelm n go o f rat i heat Ions. 

His Majesty's Government dud re to take this opporiunitv. in yrdcr to avoid any 
pussihle misunderstanding that may arise in future, particularly in connection with 
the adhesion of the Colonies mentioned, to place on record that they consider that 
the following interpretation should Ijc given to Articles 1 and w of the Treaty. 

Tlie provisions: of Article 1 do not interfere with any immigration legislation 
that does not- differentiate against Japanese as compared with persons of other 
foreign nationalities*

This particular Hong Kong question has been settled by the registration of the 
marks in the name of the British'American Tukicco Company, a sister concern, but 
the general question lias now been raised in a new form by Mr. de HaviHand, a 
British Patent Agent, copy of whose letter to me is enclosed lien'with.

American-Japanese Treaty, ami is automatically extended to British subjects by the 
most favoured nation provisions of our Article 24. The Japanese Patent Bureau 
C obviously trying to draw a distinction between British subjects I»>rn in the United 
Kingdom and British subjects tom in the Colonies, hut this distinction, although 
admitted as a matter of convenience in the British Consular Regulations relating

The views of the British Government on the 
subject were explained to the Japanese Government in 1899, Mr. Harcourt concurs, 
however, in the proposal that in the first instance the Japanese Government should 
be asked to furnish an explicit statement a® to the grounds on which the Japanese 
Patent Bureau refuses to accept these applications, but as the general question in 
one to which Mr. Harcourt attaches the greatest importance, he would be obliged 
if he could be informed of the terms of the reply returned by the Japanese Govern 
ment, os soon as it is received from His Majesty's Ambassador at Tokia 

3, At the same time 1 am to suggest that, in communicating with His Majesty's 
Ambassador, it might be wall to point out to bim, with reference to paragraph 2 
of the Commercial Attache's memorandum nf the 9th February, that Article III. , f 
the Industrial Property Convention.

1 *'71, and some of the series of agreements n at h foreign Powers as to mutual recogni¬ 
tion of trade marks in China. It is, of course, possible that, ifi view of information 
and nrri^pondemv not included in the Foreign Office volume, some or all of these* 
treaties arc rightly excluded. Mr. Hareourt fully appreciates the difficulty of 
drawing up an exhaustive list of unilateral treaties, and would suggest, for Sir E. 
Grey’s eonsideration, that it is not necessary to do so on the present occasion. 

I iir request of the Canadian Government is for a list of treaties showing il whether 
or not they apply to Canada.*' The treaties at present under consideration cannot 
be said sirtL-iEv in apply to Canada. The position is that by virtue of them Brilish 
subjects obtain certain advantages, and Canadians share in those advantages as 
British subjects, irrespective of place of abode* Mr. Hareourt would accordingly 
propose to omit unilateral treaties from the list, and in sending it to Canada simply 
to note that, in addition to the treaties which will remain on the list, there are a 
number of treaties, like the Chinese treaties, under which Canadians as British 
subjects are entitled to liencflts without corresponding obligations,, 

4.. The principal treaties noted in the. list under Class (£) have already been 
brought to the notice of the Dominion Government in the despatch of which a copy 
was enclosed in the letter from this Department of the 1st of November, 1911* 
In writing to Canada cm the present occasion, Mr. Hareourt would propose to 
refer to that despatch, as it explains the position now existing in respect of some 
mi the treaties. As the present Canadian enquiry covers navigation as well as 
commerce, it will he pm per now to include soma treaties which were omitted from 
the former list, either purely navigation treaties, tike the Austro-Hungarian Treaty 
of 1S68, or treaties dealing with navigation as well as commerce, but which were 
J -lil either not to affect the Nineteenth Resolution of the Imperial Conference of 
1911, like the Persian Treaties of 1857 and 1900, or to be of doubtful application 
(u connection with that resolution, like the Musk.at Treaty of 1891. I am to take 
this opportunity of enquiring whether Sir E. Grey is yet. in a position to state 
whether the Costa Rica arid Peru Treaties of IMS) and 1850 should have been 
included in the list of treaties from which His Majesty's Government should obtain 
power to withdraw on behalf of ihe Dominions in pursuance of the Conference: 
resolution. 

Mr. Hiirei'urt notes that in the list the Anglo-French Treaty of 1826 and 
the Additional Articles of that Treaty arc included as applying to Canada. Tt is 
rn>( clear to him why the Treaty is included, in view of the terms of Article VI., and 
as regards the Additional Article?, ho would propose to explain to the Dominion

I have had under consideration the note which you were so good as to address 
to me on the 9th ultimo, respecting the withdrawal of the self-governing Dominion* 
from the Anglo-Swiss Commercial Treaty of 1S55. 

As stated in niv note dated February 5ih last, Ilis Majesty's Government di>iu 
to secure in respect of the self-governing Dominions the right to terminate the whole 
Treaty, and not certain articles thereof. 

As regard* the provisional maintenance of most-favoured-nation treatment in 
the case of a Dominion which has withdrawn from the Treaty, I have the honour to 
propose, with a view' to meeting the difficulty to which you refer in your note, that 
the protocol to be signed by the Swiss Government and llis Majesty's Government 
should contain no stipulation on this particular point, 

As regards the second point raised in your note, Mis Majesty* Government fully 
recognise t hat the Swiss Government, should have an equal right with the Dominions 
to denounce the Treaty. 

Lastly, f note with satisfaction that the Swiss Government is prepared to make 
the special provision desired in the case of Papua and Norfolk Island

included in the notice of withdrawal,

Tho Imperial Government agree; on the whole, with the suggestions made bv 
the British Government that the interprelation, as set forth iu Sir Edward Grey a 
memorandum of March 7th, 1912, should be placed mi record for Articles I and 8 
of the Anglo-Japanese Commercial Trealy in order 10 avoid any possible mi sunder 
standing that may arise in future, particularly iu connexion with the adhesion of 
the British Colonics mentioned in rlie said imnuoranduiru The Imperial Govern¬ 
ment, however, are desirous, firstly, to alter the wording of the interpretation given 
to Article 1 so as to make it reciprocal in form, and, further, to insert therein ihe 
three words w in any way " in order to make the meaning more precise; and secondly, 
to make necessary alteration upon the wording of the interpretation of Article 8 
in view of the presence of the words “ United Kingdom " in Article 21 its well os 
in Article 8. The interpretation thus amended should read as follows:— 

The provisions of Article 1 do not interfere with any immigration legislation of 
either of the Contracting Parties that does not in any way differentiate against the 
subjects of the other Contracting Party as compared with the subjects or citizens 
of the most favoured nation. 

Article VIM mentions the " United Kingdom " and '' Japan " by name, while 
the o(her Clause* of the Tnsti\ vm .Tally refer to tlie ' High Contracting Parties," 
It. is understood therefore that the provisions of Article V 1)1 do not apply fa Mis

I have the honour to report that as soon ;l- l had presented ray letters 1 called 
on the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and. in compliance with the instructions con¬ 
tained in your despatch, No 9, Commercial, of November I6th r l explained to 
His Excellency the reasons which had induced His Majesty’s Government to raise 
the quest ion of enabling the self-governing Dominions of the Empire to w ithdraw, 
if they so desired, tfrou t main eouiitierchd treaties by which they are at present bound, 
without ihe power of withdrawing apart from the I nked Kingdom, \ also gave 
to His Excellency a copy of the draft Protocol which His Majesty's Government 
w ished to sign with the Republic of Columbia. Si nor Valencia asked for some time 
to consider (lie matter am I only gave an answer last Wednesday. 

His Excellency said that his Government had no objection to sign the Protocol, 
bur that the clause beginning with "nevertheless” down to the lL manufacture of 
any other foreign country ” constituted practically a new treaty and would, con¬ 
sequently. have to lie referred to f ongreas, Senor Valencia said that before .signing 
be would like to know what means there were on the part of Goloiiihia of detmnnciiig 
the new engagement, as, unlike the existing commercial treaty, it appeared to be 
perpetual unless any of the British Dominions desired a fresh treaty. His 
Excellency did riot raise the question of the status of British subjects or that of 
compensation. 

As Congress meets on July 20th, I ought to l*e in a [position to meet His 
Exec lien evs difficulty before that date. Mr also asked me what countries had 
already signed the protocol. 

I have taken note of the further instructions contained in your despatch. No, 3. 
Commercial, of February 3rd.

Draft Treaty of Commerce axd Navigation between the United Kingdom 

and 

His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
of the British Dominions beyond tlm Seas, Knipcnu of India, and 

, being desirous of further facilitating imd extending 1 He. commercial 
relations already existing between their respective countries, have determined to 
conclude a Treaty of ('nminenc and Navigation with this object, and have n ppoiiited 
as their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say 


who, after having communicated to each other their respective full powers, found 
in good and due form, have agreed upon the follow ing Articles 

Article 1, 

There shall be between the territories of the-two Contracting Parties reciprocal 
freedom of commerce and navigation. 

T he subjects of each of the two Contracting Parties shall have liberty freely to 
comet* with their ships and cargoes, to all places and ports in ihe territories of the 
other, tn which subjects 4 til that Stale an-, pr \my be permitted to Conic, and shall 
enjoy the aarne rights, privileges, liberties, favours, immunities, and exemption* in 
matters of commerce and navigation a> are or may lie enjoyed bv subjects of that 
State. 

I he subjects of each of the Contracting Parties shall not be subject in respect of 
their persons or property, or in respect of their commerce or Industry, to any taxes, 
whether general or local, or lo imposts or obligations of any kind whatever, other or 
greater than those which a re fir may lie intpiwd upon subjects of the other, fir subjects 
or citizens of the most favoured nation. 

Article 2. 

The Contracting Parties agree that, iji all matters relating to commerce, navi¬ 
gation, and industry, any privilege, favour, or immunity which either CuiUrnctiug 
Party has actually granted, or may hereafter grant to the fihips and subjects or 
citizens of any other foreign State. shall lm extended imnx^lfAtely and unconditionally 
to the ships and subjects of the other, it being their intent id l that thi conuneice* 
navigation, and industry of each country shall be placed in all resists on the footing 
of the most favoured nation. 

Article 3. 

The subjects of each of the Contracting Parties in the territories of the other 
dial! be at full liberty to acquire and |k*sscss every description of property, movable 
and immovable, which the laws of the country perm it, or shall permit, the subjects 
or citizens of any other foreign country to acquire and possess. They may dispose 
of the same by sale, exchange, gift, marriage,,testament, or in any other manner, or 
acquire the same by inheritance under the same conditions which are or shall be 
established with regard to subjects of the State. They shall not be subjected in any 
of the cases mentioned to any taxes, imposts, or charges of whatever denomination 
other or higher than those which are or shall be applicable to subjects of the State. 

The subjects of each of the Contracting Parties shall also be permitted, on 
compliance with the hm of the conn try. iWty to export the proceeds of the sale of 
their property and their goods in general without being subjected as foreigners, to 
othc>- or higher duties limn those to which subjects of the country would Ih? liable 
under similar circumstances. 

ARTICLE 4. 

Tbc subjects of each of the Contracting Parties in the territories of the other 
shall be exempted from all comjmLory military service whatsoever, whether in the 
army, navy, national guard, or militia. They shall similarly Ik? exempted from all

With reference to your despau h, No. 55, of this scries, of the 20th of October 
last, instructing me lu enquire of the Danish Government, whether they would be 
willing to sign a protocol empowering the self-governing Dominions to withdraw 
from commercial treaties I jet ween the Cnited Kingdom and Denmark, I have the 
honour to state that, on receipt of your f urther despatches, Nets. 5 and 8, of the 3rd 
and 2flth of February respectively, 1 addressed the note of which » copy is enclosed 
to Count Ahtefeldt on the 7th of March lost, expressing the hope that His Excellency 
would foe prepared to sign the revised draft Protocol which accompanied it, with the 
addubu of a paragraph respecting Papua and Norfolk bland. 

On the loth of April I received the note of which a copy is enclosed from 
Count Ahlcfoldt in reply, in which His Excellent^ informed me that he had received 
the authorisation of the King of Denmark to sign the draft Protocol in question, 
and asked rue to meet him at llie Ministry for Foreign Affairs on the 19th of that 
month in order to sign duplicate copies of the instrument. On the foSfh, however, 

I received a menage informing me that Count Ahlefcldt had been taken suddenly 
ill. and would Ik* obliged to postpone the meeting agreed upon, 

It was only yesterday that Count Ahlcferat, who had licen in hospital in the 
meantime, was able to again mute me to meet him for the purpose specified, and 
] accordingly called ni the Foreign Office to day and signed and sealed, in duplicate, 
and hi lunmrui with I Us Excellency, the accompanying Protocol, which had Iteen 
drawn up in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, and the duplicate of which has l>ocn 
retained by that Department 

When taking leave of ('omit Aldefddt, 1 thanked His Excellency for tho interest 
which be bad taken in this matter from the first, and for the readiness which he 
had shown to meet the wishes of His Majesty’s Government in regard to it.

I have now the honour to transmit to Your Excellency herewith a revised draft 
Protocol, in which Your Excellency will notice that a paragraph has iieeu added 
associating with the Dominions for which it is sought to obtain the right of with 
drawal from the treaties in question the cases of Papua aud Norfolk Island, which 
became Colonics in 18S8 and Irespectively, and which arc bound hy all treaties 
which mention Colonies in general terms. In this connection T have the honour to 
explain to Your Excellency that Papua is now under the administration of the 
Commonwealtli of Australia, while Norfolk Island is administered by the Governor 
of New South Wales. Tt is jxissible thaTl'mth Colonics may ultimately foe incur 
porated in the Commonwealth of Australia hi any case, it is, in the opinion of 
His Majesty's Government, undesirable that treaty restrictions which are not applie

Yoke Excellency was good enough to inform 
me of the desire of the Japanese Government to terminate the Convention of 
January 31st, 1900, regarding oommereial relations between Japan and Canada as 
from July 17th next, and, at the same time, in view of the increasing importance 
of the eqmmereinl relation* I m! tween the two an mi tie*, to expnss the hope that His 
Majesty's Government might be able in due course to notify the adhesion of the 
Dominion Government to the new Anglo Japanese Treaty of Commerce of April 
3rd last 

The matter was at once referred to the Department of Mis Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment concerned. and I now' have the honour to inform Your Excellency of the decision 
come to by the Canadian Government in the matter. 

While regretting that they do'not see their way to adhere to the Treaty of 
April 3rd, they, however, undertake in. order Lo allow ample time for the negotia¬ 
tion of a new Treaty, to ask the Dominion Parliament to grant, the tariff privileges 
now enjoyed by Japan under the old Treaty for a period not exceeding two yearn 
on condition that the tariff privileges at present enjoyed by Canada were continued 
by Japan, and they have obtained parliamentary authority to a form of instrument 
of which the follow nig Is a summary :~ 

Section 1 provides for most -favoured-nation treatment for imports into 
Canada from Japan, 

Section 2 provide* that there shall not beany discriminatory prohibition upon 
the importation of any article from Japan This section will not, 
however, be applicable to sanitary or other prohibitions for the pro¬ 
tection of persons, cattle, or plants. 

Sectioii 3 provides that the Act shall not be brought into farce until the 
Governor General in Council is satisfied that Canada is receiving 
most ■favoured-nut inn treatment- from Japan and will continue to 
receive it as long as the Act remains in operation. 

Section 4 provides that the Act shall come into force on a date to be fixed 
hy Order in Council and shall remain in force for not more than two 
year* from July 17th next. 

I shall, therefore, be glad if Your Excellency will bring the above facts to the 
notice of your Government with .i view to obtaining the desired assurance.

The Minister recommends, with the concurrence id the Minister of Labour,

The Minister submits copies of the Ael passed by the Parliament of Canada 
on the 19th May, 19It, intituled H An Act to prohibit the improper use of Opium 
and other Drugs/*f 

The Minister observes that, in the opinion of the Minister of F-.abour, this 
Statute authorises the framing of regulations which would be sufficient to enable 
the Dominion Government to conform fully tit the Convention. He would be glad 
to learn if the Statute in any respect falls * hurt of this purpose. 

The Committee, on the recommendation of the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, advise that Your Royal Highness may be pleased to forward a copy hereof, 
together with the copies of the Statute in question, to the Right Honourable the 
Principal Secretary of State for the Colonics for the information of His Majesty's

(3) W hether it is probable that Australia, South Africa, and New Zealand 

will l.ic visited on the same voyage, that is, without return being made 

to England; and , . 

(4) if it can be approximately stated about what time the Commission will 

likely occupy in its visit to Australia, South Africa, and New Zealand. 

Owing to the length of time which the work is likely to occupy, the proposed 
appointee of the Newfoundland Government would like to have some idea with 
respect to the length of its duration. 

The time that would soil him best would l>c from January to May. It is ■quite 
possible that the Commission may decide to divide the work into two branches, 
naif each year, inking Canada and Newfoundland one year, and Australia, South 
Africa, and New Zealand the next year, or vice rersd.

2 The Board of Trade were also unaware of the proposal to alter the terms 
of reference of the Commission, and as they understand that this proposal has been 
already submitted to the Dominion Governments it would appear to In* too late for 
i hem usefully tn offer any nWrvnt bti> 5 el regard to it. They would, however, 
observe that, while I hr- CnniniLsion wa- probably rid intended In conduct a detailed 
inquiry into the resources of the I oiled Kingdom, it will l>c necessary for it to 
acquire some knowledge of the extent of those resources in order to enable a proper 
decision to lx* arrived at with regard to the nature and extent of our requirements 
from abroad. 

3 The Board concur in the opinion that the decision as tn the manner in which 
tfie duties nr the Commission are to !** carried out most rest With the Commission 
itself, and for that reason they uredi-posed to think ihsit no definite arrangements 
as to the evidence to be ^uhmiiied from the United Kingdom can well he made until 
the Commission has held its preliminary meetings and determined both it* procedure 
and the nature of the evidence which it. will desire to receive, For the same reason, 
whilst the Board will lie glad to give any assistance in their power in respect, of the 
matter* dealt with in paragraph fi of your letter, they are of opinion that such 
statistical material as the Commits ion may detent requisite for their purposes could 
L>r Ik* prepared hv the Secretary or Secretaries of the Commission froth existing 
tonroes ni information and in such form as the t'nnimission may consider most 
convenient for the special purpose in view 

4 With regard tn paragraph 7, tin? Board would point out, for Mr. HarcourtN

The Committee of the Privy Council have had before them a report, dated 
26th February, IU12. from the Secretary of State for External Affairs, to whom 
was referred a despatch, dated Gth February, 1912, from the Right Honourable the 
Principal Secretary of State for the Colonics, on the subject of the terms of reference 
t<. the Royal Commission n> be appointed under the Twentieth Resolution of the 
Imperial Conference of 1SI11. 

The Minister observes that at the meeting of the Imperial Conference in London 
tn lilt] Sir Wilfrid Eaurier gave notice of the following motion f which he after 
wards moved: — 

That His Majesty should k approached with a view to the appointment 
of a Royal Commission representing the United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, Smith Africa, and New found land, with a view of invcstigatiTig 
and reporting upon the natural resources of each part of the Empire repre¬ 
sented at this Conference, the development attained and attainable, and Lhe 
facilities for the production, manufacture, and distribution; the trade of each 
pari with the others and -.s i 1 1 k ihe outside world; (he find and raw material 
requirements of eadi ami the sources thereof aval In hie To what extent, if 
any, the trade between each of the different parts has been affected by existing 
legislation in each, either ljeueliemily or otherwise.” 

A discussion niCKse later upon the resolution, which was amended and adopted 
as follows: — 

" That His Majesty should I* approached with a view to the appoint¬ 
ment of a Royal (.Minjubfrion representing the United Kingdom, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, Souili Africa, and Newfoundland, with a view to 
investigating and reporting upon the natural resources of each part of the 
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Empire represented at this Conference,, the development attained and attain¬ 
able and the facilities for production, manufacture and distribution; the 
trade of each part with the others and with the outside workl, the ftnKi and 
raw material requirements of each and the sources thereof available; in what 
extent, it any, the trade between each of tho different parts has been affected 
by existing legislation in each, either beneficially or otherwise, and by what 
methods, consistent with the existing fiscal policy of each part, the spade oi 
each part with the others may he improved and extended. 11 

The despatch under eonsideration states that His Majesty's Government con¬ 
sider that, for rhe purposes of the terms id’ reference, the wording ot the resolution 
requires some modiliealion, siutv the (Timmissbtt was not intended to take any 
evidence as to the natural resources uf the United Kingdom, though it may properly 
investigate food and raw material requirements m that ease and also the question 
of legislation, other than fiscal legislation, in its hearing on trade and development. 

A study of the terms of reieremc shows that the resolution os passed ut the 
Imperial Confercnw has been departed from in two important particulars. In 
the first place, the United Kingdom, although iaurluded in the re&olutioJi, is exempted 
from enquiry and report ns to ils natural rescmi-ivs, their present and attainable 
development, the facilities which exist or may be created for the production, ■ manu¬ 
facture, and distrihiiiion of all articles of commerce and its trade with the outside 
world. The effect of this is to preclude an investigation into, and an exhibition of 
all the resources of all the self-governing parte of the Empire, inasmuch as one of 
the most important members thereof is omitted and the basis of information and 
comparison necessary to a bread treatment lU the whole question of interdependence 
and mutual exchange is thereby narrowed and weakened. In this way it would 
seem that the correct ulri mate conclusion from lull premises would lx 1 prejudiced, if 
not rendered impossible. 

I tie Minister of Trade and UoninicToe submits that the overseas Dominions 
are at great ly interested in the resources, development, and productions of the mother 
country, and her trade with the outside world, as the mother country is in that of 
the Dominions, and that the knowledge ot eIte former would be as vital to any well 
considered scheme of mutual trade development. 

In the second place, the powers uf the Commission to investigate and report 
upon the effect, benelicbl or otherwisc, of existing legislation upon the trade between 
the different parts uf the Empire, as contemplated in the Resolution, has timi 
restricted by limiting the investigation to existing legislation other than fiscal 
legislation. It is not apparent, what other existing legislation has had, or now has, 
any great effect upon inter-Imperial trade. If there he any, it is of very minor 
importance in comparison, 

Grt the other hand, it is in be observed that in 1898, ns the result of many years 
ol agitation on Die part of the colonies* Great Britain terminated the German and 
Belgian treaties which had hitherto barred the avenue tn any preferential treatment 
by the colonies in favour of British gnoda exported thereto * Cruisecpienl the ren port, 
firs! ( anada and then (he oilier overseas IkiniiniuEis in stu'ces^ion. granted suh 
stantial reductions in preference to British ex purrs. It is generally admitted that 
this policy ha* had important and wide-reaching effects, and I here seems tn he no 
good reason why its effects should not form ibtr subject of enquiry by the Commission. 

Hie resolution of the Imperial Conference provided that the Commission might 
go beyond the investigation of facts, and, as a result of their exhaustive examination 
into resources development, and trade conditions, might give their ripened suggest-

the^ advisability of giving the Commission entire freedom of suggestion, irrespective 
of what fiscal lam may lie in fores in the various countries under investigation. 

The Secretary of “State for External Affairs recommends that in tlm event of 
the foregoing observations meeting with the approval of Your I loyal Highness, u 
telegram may he sent to the Right Honourable the Principal Secretary of State lor 
the’Colonies to the effect that Your Royal Highness's advisees prefer inclusion of 
United Kingdom as tinder Resolution XX,, that the words u other than fiscal be 
omitted frntu terms of reference, and that restrictions upon suggestions of Commission 
regarding' methods for extension of trade be removed 

The Committee, on the recommendation of the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, advise that Your Royal Highness may lie pleased to transmit a copy hereof 
to the Right Honourable 1 lie Principal Secretary of State for the- Colonies, for the 
information of Ills Majesty's Government.

Sir WILFRID LAI'HI EH : Perhaps Mr. Fisher v\ ill allow me to make an 
observation about the two next Resolutions on the Paper to-day, which come from 
Australia* which are in these words; First, 11 That this Conference, recognising 
the importance of promoting fuller development of commercial intercourse within 
the Empire, strongly gorges that every rlVort should be made to bring nhout co-opera¬ 
tion in coimunreisil rehitious and matters of mutual interest,” Secondly, "That 
it is advisable in the interests both of the United Kingdom and of the British 
Dominions beyond the seas that efforts in favour of British manufactured goods 
and British shipping should Ik flupjwjrted as far as ii \a practicable " I tuay observe 
that, for my part, and speaking For the Govcmuient which E and my colleagues 
here represent, we are in Complete svmpalhy with the object which it. is sought 
to attain by these two Itosolutions. r l’]ic only observation which T have to make 
at the present time is that unless they are supplemented by something more tangible 
1 am afraid that they would not lend up lo such i in mediate results as we would 

r a 
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im■pc for. The commercial relations which exist to-day between the different parts 
of the British Empire, lhe Mother Country, imd the Dominions, have been very 
much the result of haphazard, and never the wnseaucnce of any initial movement 
I'M the |^irt of anybody or of ;■ regular review oi the situation as it exists in the 
different countries* We are a El pretty welt familiar with the condition of things 
as it exists in the United Kingdom on account of its great prominence in ^ the 
world at large, and especially iis eommereial prominence, but we are not so familiar 
with the conditions nf things which exist in. the young nations which are represented 
at tliis Board, and E( is dillkuih to proceed to sin iimprovement in the condition of 
the trade relations between the Dominion* and the United Kingdom, and between 
the Dominions ihrmseives, unless we have, I submit, more information than ive 
haw at the present time. The legislation which has been passed iti the different 
parts of 1 1jr British Empire by nil the self-governing Dominions has been by each 
onr in its own direct hai, and there is very little attempt at uniformity, if uniformity 
ig attainable. We pa&sed some legislation ourselves in 1*07 which has been 
followed by, and, I think, has been productive of, good vaults, when we gave a 
preferential tariff to the products of the Mother Country, On the other hand, 
in rutuidu vh.i have to ounptu in, a mi have coin plal tied bitterly, of &.nisc legislation 
of tlie 1 idled Kingdom which peculiarly affects a very important Canadian trade 
the cattle trade. Our untie nave Imh'N subjected Tor many years past for over 
2b years, if tuy memory fails me not to an embargo which was baaed upon the 
statement i io.-n made that there was disease in the cattle of Canada, which WC 
denied at the l tine without 1ndng aide 1o make nn iiufiressir-n We Imve protested 
again and again that our cattle were not diseased. We Imve asked that that 
embargo should be removed, but we have fa did every time. Our protests are 
us old as the legislating! itself, hut though presented year after year, they have 
not met with any response. We believe that if the true condition of things were 
known, and il it wore found onl that the basis Upon which this prohibitive legisla¬ 
tion was adopted was lain-, the result would In' different from wbsit it is, and we 
should have some gin l reason U > hope that lids impediment to si very important 
trade would be removed. These reawiik, amongst others* induce me to believe that 
the first thing th it wc should do, if we are to attain the object which is sought 
by the Commouwrahh of Australia of promoting fuller development of commercial 
intercourse with the Empire, and if the transport of ma nufaetu red goods in British 
shipping is to be achieved, is to have more information than we have upon this 
subject, and endeavour lo obtain as accurate and full information as it is possible 
to have. Therefore, 1 would suggest to the Don feroDce that the first thing to lie 
dune would be to h.n ■ all inquiry into all these tmbjccta and all the connected 
matters Therefore, I lieg lc» move the following Resolution, which 1 venture to 
place lief ore the Conference :

io the trade conditions that exist now Mwwn the United Kingdom and the self- 
governing Dominions, not only with respect to the trade we have with the Mother 
Country, but the trade which there is with the different Dimdn ions amongst them 
selves. IK way of illustration E may say here that our relations in Canada with

IIARt'oritT ; Gentlemen, I think Sir Wilfrid Uiuricr'a Motion to-day 
is only another step in advance in the path oi what Ints been lhe governing note 
of ihi* i .Hie n iu. iin- path not of Imperial concent rat ion, but of Imperial 
co-operation; and on that ground, with a flight explanatory amendment, His 
Majesty's (loverumenl will sec no difficulty in accepting Sir Wilfrid Dauridrs 
proposal.

may be improved nrad extended. The object of this is to show flint this Royal 
Commission is not one which is launched in order to inquire info, or to make 
recommend at ions on, the policy of the Dominions or of the Mother Country; and 
especially these words will show that no recommendations sire inquired on the fixed 
fiscal policy of the Dominions iheinsetvcs ■ of the home country. I think if that 
is made clear the Commission will probably serve a most useful pnrjiosem correlating 
the views of the Dominions in other trade matters and putting the whole Empire on 
a better basis for further oo operation lietween its units. 

Mr. FISHER : I find no fault with Sir Wilfrid foamier for substituting this 
proposition fur the proposals of the Commonwealth Government; indeed I think it is 
a more practical way of dealing with a rather difficult set of quostioi - and 1 see no 
reneon why the addition proposed by Mr. HarCourf should not be made, because 
if a Commission of this kind is to be of any service at all it should be free to 
look into every matter that would lie likely to give full and accurate information 
about the production, manufacture, and distribution of wealth in the United 
Kingdom and (he other Dominions, and it ought not to dogmatise sis to the right 
way for each and all of them to conduct their own affaire. 

f ant rather pleased with this practical way out of n difficulty that exists at the 
present moment, and if it is approved by the Conference it may remove perhaps some 
of the disabilities tlmt wc quite unwillingly bear, because we do not understand die 
views of the other Horn in intis.

I do not think 
it would he out of place tor the Government of the United Kingdom to seriously 
take into their inside ration whether (he lime is not coming when even Conferences 
such as this* or some subsidiary Conference, dealing with matters of inter dominion 
interest, should not moot elsewhere than at the seat of Government, in London. 
These are matters hardly embraced within the proposition before ns. Mr. Asquith 
smiles at the difficulty. 

The PRESIDENT: All I say is that 1 do not think it is strictly relevant to 
this particular Resolution, but I am very glad to hear what you have to say about it 

Mr. FISHER : I do not want to carry that nn> further, but the question is 
whether this Commission shat! be oJ Mich ■ i character as would perhaps include 
Ministers, nr men of the standing of Ministers, lip the United Kingdom or in the 
Dominions, because J assure you that is an important point. I should not tor one 
moment support it Resolution oF this kind except under the belief that the men who 
compose the Commission shall be men of the very first order both in the United 
Kingdom and in the Dominions, because I assure you they will lie treated with 
courtesy t but with indifference, unless that is so.

Mr, FISHER ; That is what I have in my mind when 1 am speaking of men 
who are occupying leading positions in the 1 id ted Kingdom, because, small as the 
communities of t he Oversea Dominions may be, they are just as proud as the proudest 
of those who exist iri this part of the British Empire, 

Altogether I think this proposal is a happy solution and a practical solution 
of a rather difficult question, and l hope it wit] commend itself to the Conference 

Sir JOSEPH WARD ; 1 think that the pn>|wsal of Sir Wilfrid Laurier meets 
(he position in a very practical way, The passing of either of the two Resolutions 
would really be a generalisation, and the outcome of them could not be of any 
practical use to the various pinions of the Empire which ilr. Fisher in his motions 
was anxious to help. I recognise that a juveedeni to what is required in order to 
have practical results achieved is a very extended inquiry, and I think that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier* proposal is n happy solution of what was intended to be achieved 
under the Resolution* submittal by the Commonwealth of Australia. What Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier is proposing h to my mind exceedingly important. 1 believe, after 
we have obtained the results of the t‘otuinissiuri proposed under this Resolution for 
invest igating and reporting upon the national resources of each part of the Empire, 
we will all be in a better position to deal w ith matters which, to a very large extent, 
can otherwise only he in the air respecting the different portion* of the Empire; and, 
until we have practical information before us, we* are really not in a position to ask 
our respective Legislatures lo do w hat may lie necessary in the shape of legislation, 
but I should hope we will 1 h? in that posit ion us the outcome of an investigation of 
the kind proposed. The suggestion as to obtaining information regarding Facilities 
regarding production, nui mi Picture, and distribution i* exceedingly important, T 
do not want in am way to refer lo the local aspect of the cattle trouble as applicable 
to Canada, which is imfmrtant to that Dominion, hut then? are matters in my own 
country which could. 1 think, v illi great ad van ta.gr 1 to the Empire, be improved, and 
none of us are in a position tn come to a decision upon them tmless wr had the results 
of a Commission that would take a year or two at the very shortest to inquire all 
over the Empire upon tlui various matters that they could, with much advantage, 
inquire into ft' they do (heir work thoroughly, ft* f have no doubt they will do, 
then, l think. we ought to lie al>|i in help the di udopmemt of trade very materially 
w ithin the Empire, For my part I think that great care should lie taken to wee that 
the cumpoeition of this Commission is a good one. hecattte upon that a great deal 
would depend. I have no doubt we shall have a little trouble in selecting suitable 
men iti the oversea Dominions. We will have .samio trouble in finding men who 
possess the requisite qualifications, with impartial minds, ns they require to have, 
But a Commission of the kind must be a strong and representative one* It will 
afford ,m opportunity to the Either members outride the New Zealand representation 
of gaining experience of our affairs when passing through our country, and vic€ 
rsrsA, which would be very valuable to them and very valuable to us.

1 think the Conference is very much indebted 
to Sir Wilfrid Laurier for making this very practical proposition It- wil set up, a> 
the result of the decision of (hi* (Conference, a body whose lulnour* will ccrtuinlj 
prepare the wav. and possibly make (he wav plain, for effective and practical action 
Kv the next Conference; and ptwaiblv before the next Conference meets lor she 
legislation of the Government of the different parts of the Empire. I think it 
important to emphasise thai the proposed Commission is to Ik an advisory body with 
a reference as wide as words can make it, inquiring into nil matters mum'vtcd with 
trade, commerce, production, and intercourse between the different ports of tins 
Empire* and that it is not a Commission to suggest* still less to dictate, policies to 
the different Govermnents, either lo the iiovemmeitt of the 1 nited Kingdom or to 
the Government of any of the Dominions, fn regard to matters o( policy we are, 
and must remain, our own masters Nor do we seek advice; nor would it I*' htting 
for anybody outside to tender us advice in regard to large questions either ol domestic 
or of imperial policy, 

I entirely subscribe to what Sir Joseph Ward said jusi now in illustr&lion q£ 
what also was said this morning hy Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Dosseasing a* we dn in 
this Empire every kind of fiscal diversity* each part- oi (he Em pire, l»\ wnal I 
conceive to have been a most happy arrangement, having bren left free and auto 
nomous in ilic matter, wc must be allowed to pursue, as from time in time the 
major!tv of our fellow countvmen think lit r such fiscal policy us, in the opinion of 
that ma jority, i* best suited to the requirements of the particular part of the Empire 
for which we arc responsible. 


Making that quite clear, let me sav r in view of what Mr. lishcr said, that the 
intention is that this Commission should be what is called a peripatetic Commission; ■ 
that is to say, that it should visit, the different parte and not ait only in one, I Imt i*. 
1 understands Sir Wilfrid LaurieCsopinion, and I entirely agree to it; and in regard 
to Its composition, l can assure him, so far as the Government of the Culled 
Kingdom are concerned, no pains will be spared to secure the services ot ihc ablest 
and most representative men that we can, and the men that will comma ml the 
greatest confidence, to sit upon it.

I also take the 
opportunity ot saving that L have been advised onlv by cable Ironi Nev\ Zealand tins 
moriunif-mid this is a matter which Sir Wilfrid Lnurier perhaps may al ow rat- 
to siav one word upon that unless there is an alteration made in the time that tlie 
Canadian Pacific Railway Service is running mails and passengers across Canada 
now a day's loss as against Reading the mails across the American Continent would, 
even under the proposals we are submitting, ensue as against die American overland 
route- so that as a corollary to whit Es being done across the Atlantic and l acitic, 
there appears lo be some necessity for a reduction of the time which ! apprehend 
is possible on the overland Canadian route 

I do not propose to repeal any of the arguments | brought forward Oh the last 
occasion on the matter of wlmt is required to eairy mu a scruic ol this kind 
excepting id say that ihose arguments with the advantage ot oil us against coal still 

hold good. 

The PRESIDENT 1 do not know whether it would be eonvenuut to you, 
Sir Joseph, but it occurred to tht Dbanwllor of the Exchequer and myself when vou 
were meritioiling some of the points in which the situation had changed, whether 
you would deal with the question of tin approaching completion d I lie I anama 

Canal. 

Sir JOSEPH WARD 1 intend t" allude to it. I waul just to direct (bo 
attention o f" this Con ferei ux( Lu Die pa rti cn Lar i >i.

I want to impress U|nm the British thaernrnciiE^i'ariieularly, tliat New 
Zealand is, 1 think, the only lhic of the sell governing Domiiiions that ls lmt in the 
fortunate position of having a subsidised mail service out.wa n.i I coin threat Britain lu 
connection 1 with any line of steamers trading between tlie Mother Loiuilry and, New 










Zealand. Australia has a subsidised service. India has it . South Africa has it, and 
the E nited Stales of America has it. 1 am not talking of the subsidies given at 
the other end* of course, but of the British subventions to steamers carrying mails 
and passengers outwards from the United Kingdom. I want 1 u impress upon Mr, 
A-’. juith and Itis colleagues here that we in that distant country do nut want to lie 
excluded from participating in what, from the practical point of view of bringing 
us closer to the old country', is so essential to ns. it does seem to me that the 
time has arrived when perhaps that aspect of the matter might be favourably 
considered. We art 1 paying for mail services to the old land, but the old country is 
not doing so to us and they are doing so to other countries. 

I realise that the prospects in a few years from now of the opening of the 
I'aiiiinin Canal may materially affect the whole system of connecting certainly New 
Zealand—it does not apply In Canada — with the Mother Country. Upon the 
opening of that canal it will bring m ft few days, at all events, nearer to the old 
eoMulry than the* existing route docs* Rut I have got a very strong desire to see tho 
All Red route linking up Great Britain, Canada, and New Zealand independently 
of any prospect of the Panama Canal, because in New Zealand wc look upon Canada 
as a half-way house, as a great and growing British Jlomiiihni that, in co-operation 
e, i 1 1 1 I"d gland atad ivith us, would iobtain material benefits in many ways; and 1 
should not be disposed myself to relinquish any effort to link up Canada with the

The PRE8IDENT: When is it expected ti» be opened * 

Sir dOSKPIl WARM: In uIkhU three years from now, That is what I was 
told jt short time ago in response to enquiries 1 made In the ordinary course of 
things, (hr opening of the Panama Canal, as far as New Zealand is concerned, 
will raise a 11 m-.stioii licyond all douhl as to what we arc going to do in the matter 
of some of our steam semces with England* and, if the rates upon the Panama 
Canal are not prohibitive, I have no doubt whatever that a large portion of our 
trade with this country will bo earned through the Panama Canal. 

Mr, [ LOYD GEORGE: Certainly the postal service will go through the 
Panama Canal. 

Sir JOSEPH WARD: If there were fast enough steamers running that way I 
agree a large portion of them would, and my belief is that a great deal of our oversea 
tivillir, independent of the postal Imsiness, will go Through the Panama Canal. The 
All Red route, however, to my mind, from the standpoint of what I would call 
British sentiment that is |>e mica ting this country and the oversea countries too, h

Mieui in accept the resolution, and to try to find some umelical means of [jutting it 
into operation. From the semi taenia! point of v iew E do not think there is any doubt 
in the minds ot anyone that it would be<■«■» dingly desirable Anything that would 
bring the various parts of the Empire riijarer together is, of emiisc, a very desirable 
catl in itself, but i he difficulties are entirely pratfkal. and they are very great. We 
did nm treat that resolution merely us un expression of opinion, A committee w as 
instantly formed, t think.

I 
wired to Sir Joseph Ward to ask him to give me the names of some gentlemen here 
who would represent the New Zealand ptiijil of view, and I think ho furnished me 
with one or two names, and we sent fur them and look their evidence with regard to 
i he practicability of it* and the Post ol it, We ;ilso had evidence from Canada, not all 
friendly Sir Thomas Shnnglmessy came and gave ev nlenee ; lie expressed a desire to 
come and giveio ideuee, and of course we said certainly. and he came, and his opinion 
vVas certainly imr a friendly o$e according to my iwolleclion, Rut we had evidence 
which was vi rv laviiiir.ibk*. We had the evidence of shipowners. We went into the 
cost of it and wo found the difficulties were very great. The difficulties were not m 
l;; ,, i on the Atlantic sides where you have a volume of trade, but on (he Pacific side 
they wi tv alumsi insupeTahle They were insuperable so far as a really fast sendee 
was concerned- Wc tri^d II, 15, Ifi, 18, and 21 knots, and the 21 knots wc found 
perfectly prohibitive on the Pacific side. Thru we came to IK knots, and wc had to 
find out first nf all what it would cost. Wc found that it would cost an cnormouf 
sum to run & fa r sop's m- acrops the Pacific* hut these wm n-t dilliculiy Minut a coaling 
station which, as Sir Joseph Ward has pointed out. has toa t en n in extent been solved 
since then. Then came the question as to whit we would get on Mm credit side. 
On lbe Atlantio route there wim a very fair chance of [nuking it pay in a few years' 
time, but on the Pacific side there was no prospect of making it pay. We should 
have had to depend entirely upon the passengers and mails. You could not 
realty carry goods The statement made by Mr. Plsbcf only yesterday. I think, is 
absolutely ineontrovurtiblc to anyone who has gone into the evidence; you cannot 
hope to carry goods across u route of this kind which involves a. double tranship¬ 
ment. First of all you have to disembark your goods on \’auwuver s put them 
on the trucks, run them ijemss, and then rr-embark them across the Atlantic. 

that from ihr point of view of carrying gfxMs it was perfectly iinj>ossil>le; 
wv should have had to depend onli rely upon passengers find upon mails. That would 
involve a very considerable loss on the Pacific side, I was instructed on behalf of the 
Government to say then that wc were prepared within reasonable limits to meet 
Canada, New Zealand, and Australia to make up thal deficiency. Then our difii- 
ctilty was this— who was to undertake to bring the parlies together and arrange the 
bargain, because i! involved an agreement, not merely upon a general resolution, 
but qji ibe details of a considerable business transaction between Cjinndn, the United 
Kingdom, New Zealand, and Australia. I pm than point indirectly to somebody 
who enme from Canada to see me. and 1 said that somebody blight be in the 
position of promoter. AH that we could do would he to say that we are perfectly 
willing to come in, we arc willing to subscribe, but wc could not undertake, as it w'ere, 
the promotion of she selietuc, and somebody bad to do that, I understood, ^tr 
Wilfrid will correct me if I aim wrong -that Canada said, " Wry well, we will 
eonimunicate with the other Dominions.’ Now that happened two or thn'c years 
ago, and I have heard nothing ever since, so that nothing has been done, ^o that 
there are two difficulties, and the first is [lie preliminary difficulty of bringing the 
parlies together to discuss the thing, and put h an a form iri which the respective 
Governments can consider it. We have never been in that position up to (he pre.^Tit, 
and ia- is perfectly clear iliat cannot bn settled ai a Conference like this, where so 
many cither questions have to be discussed. It is a matter which will take weeks 
and even mont hs of consideration. You have to have I lie opinion of shipowners 
upon it. to find out exactly what it costs, what a 16-knot service would cost, what 
mi 18 : kno1 sen ice would rest, and what a 21-knot service would coat. That will 
taken very considerable Jicnouni of time and t would rather suppori the suggestion 
whicli has been made by Mr Mahm \ Royal Comnnsstcm lui*- boon ajipointod this 
morning, I nm|erstand, to consider lhe question of trade relations between the 
various pnrt- of ilm FMnpirr. and I should have thought that a Commission of that 
kind, which would nmtatn re presents Li vest r^f all the vnrimis Domiuious and of the 
Mothct' countvy, could vrry well consider a prnposit.hui of ibis kind. It it gave a 
general afiirniati u nf the principle and eis to its feasibility it might proceed to 
appoint n sub v< inmilUv to consider tin; dctjiilii for working if out. but l shfiuld say 
in the first place it ought to he referred to this Commissioti to ron>ider ihc fmsibiliiy 
r»f the proposal* and afterwards ilaii Gommisstou might, very wdl appoint a mo 
committee to consider the details of the scheme That is the proposal I put 
forward. 

Mir JOSEPH WARD: | do not agree with that proposal. After Australia's 
declaration of opposition to the Pacific Service, I thinK a Commission which is to 
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extend overall our countries, if this, matter is referred to it, simplymenus defei ring 
it I would rather mu hi aider the whole position with a view to doing our u\\u port 
across the Pacific, between Canada and New Attend, Iftuog everybody else do 
what they think proper T 3 <k» k upon the proposal via the C.npe, bur instance, tnom 
either the Australian or idu- New Zealand point of view, with all due deference to 
my friends from South Africa, as being highly unsatisfactory from the passenger 
point of i icw, as it is a long and at i inies very rough voyage. J know that absolutely, 
and 1 do nor want to gel into the posit ion, so far as I am concerned, of allow ing a 
red herring in be drawn aero >> ihv scent, especially with regard to what I conceive to 
bean impracticable (imposition- So from the New Zealand point oj uni ^houi 
certainly not agree to that being included in the (. 'omniissiuci s rv-tevence, rec<'g! , i-.i i 
of course, that everybody has a right (o Ids own view, hut the course sugge.-? t 
would not soil New Zealand 

Mr I 1,0VD GEORGE: 11 that is the view taken by the New Zealand 
Government 1 think there would be very little use in referring it to the tbunraissicm. 

I can quite see the rea on whv, frevause two at any rate id the elements in he 
Commission would ctmie in with a hostile intent. I can sec that it i$ not mute in 
the interest of South Vfrfca to develop a route in the opposite direction, and one ol 
the difficulties wc have experienced before, as Sir Joseph knows, is t in connection 
with Austmlia, the rivalry between Mellmurnc and Sydney—it least mat is my 
recollect ion 

Mr. EISIIER . No, there is no rivalry, 

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE: On the one route Melbourne would lie \m$ted first 
ami on the other route Sydney would come first. 

Mr HSU HR That has n» bearing on our push ion. Our position is that we 
tniKi do ihc U*1 for the people of Australia in the mutter of (rode arid enimimm:.

The PRESIDENT: What do you toy, Sir Joseph' 

Sir JOSEPH W ARD : 1 want to say a word or two, 1 recognise the difficulties 
that stand in the wav of u proprdtiou fur carrying on a service across two oceans 
separated by the great jb.mminri of Canada If the Pacific section of this service 
had ever been prompted or promoted or suggested on the ground of carriage of 
goods across the Canadian continent, the point of Mr, Fisher's remarks would bo 
alisoluteiy in disputable, incontrovertible, but no such question cd the carriage oi 
goods has over arisen bo far as tbD All Red service is concerned, and I want to 
point out that such an aspect of it has not been a governing one in the past at. nil. 
For K5 years Australia was a party to a contract across the Pacific and on 
trough Canada and nvnm the Atlantic to England, and if the disabilities that 
arc suggested hv Mr. Fisher now in connection with the -Ml Red route as regards 
cargo are to be pm forward m- a rcn^m why we should not agree to it. then 
those same arguments uxistad during the whole of the Hi years wheit tne 
Au-strriliau iJovernment subsidised that service and carried it on without any siich 
objections king raised. There is a very important aspect of (his matter which 
requires to be remembered as between the Governments of Canada.-Australia, and 
New Zealand, and that i- the development or trade between these three Dominions, 
Independently nf the conveying of flails Stud passengers across Canada and across 
(he Atlantic to England, tfie development of the trade between the throe Dominions 
themselves fins always Icon an important factor in connection with the proposal to 
have a service established across the Pacific, while at lhe same time giving a through 
route across Canada and on ro England 

That has hern the e.isr all through, and if I were asked to support this on the 
ground nf its kdiig the carrying nf fieighi cargo tn England, 1 ahould oppose it with 
very great determination lavaiisc as a cargo service to England it would be alisolutc ) 
useless and impi.otic able Dm that idea was never intended, as far as ! am aware, 
in connect ion with the carrying on of a service of (his kind. And so with the mail 
routes, which have I .. l referred (o, by (he Sues; Canal. Tim steamers that carry 
the mails and passengers through (he Suet Canal from Australia and which carry 
mails And passengers from New /c.ibind through the Sum: (’anal to the old country 
are not the . ai riei ■ of the bulk of the freightage between Australia and England or 
between New Zealand and England, heeanse wc have all got our independent 
direct steam cargo scioiioes for which si earners have I.Tceo specially built, refrigerating 
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steamers carry the bulk of our cargo trade quite independently of t.ho^e subsidised 
steamers, which, to a very large extent, are mail and passenger Steamers only, it is 
true they have some accommodation tor perishable products. If we mix up a proposal 
of this kind with anything in the shape of a freightage seniee we get into a position 
that there is not the slightest, use, in my opinion, of discussing the advisability of 
attempting to have fust steamships for mail and passenger purposes as to draw 
the old country and the oversea countries closer together. If the view of any of 
the representatives is that we arc to discuss it, from the (rade carrying point of view* 
then we ought not to give our subsidies for carrying to traders at all, because there 
are hundreds of cheap and gtmd Irump cargo steamers w'hich will carry the cargo 
trade without subsidies, and as far as New Zealand is concerned we would not give 
anything for such services. I feet is necessary to say this, with reference to the 
d .nlopincut of cargo trade referred to by Mr. fisher, that, with all due deference to 
him, I do not think it comes in If il was a matter of (he conveyance of freightage 

we were endeavouring to arrange the steamers for-- 

Mr. FISHER: I said emigrants, 

Sir JOSEPH WARD ; Yes, that is carried on now by your mail steamers. 

Mr. FISHER; We could not a^k the emigrants to disembark at one part of the 
continent and re embark again I have travelled (here, and I speak of what I know. 
We cannot send women and children across the continent, and even if wc are five 
days shorter we could not do it 

Sir JOSEPH WARD: The emigrants would go iviih tins steamers trading 
through the Suez Canal to Australia in the ordinary way, and not across the Canadian 
continent. 

Mr. FISHER : Or by South Africa. 

Sir JOSEPH WARD: Y es. they could go that wav, but generally speaking they 
would not. 

Dr FINDLAY ; How do they go now! 

Mr FISHER; Partially the one way and partially the other, but mostly through 
the Suez Canal. 

Sir JOSEPH WARD; I say that if we attempt to mix a proposal of this 
kind up with the idea of freightage or emigrants going across Canada, ! do not 
think the service across the Canadian continent would meet those two points ni all; 

1 have never thought so, but if we ale to develop and improve trade between Canada, 
Australia, and New Zealand, rind to give a through fast mail and passenger service 
acrog* the Canadian continent and across the Atlantic to England, in my opinion 
there is a great deal to be said, even upon sentimental grounds, for what is being 
proposed by me l want lo make mv position quite clear with regard to the sug¬ 
gestion which has been made by Air. Malan for referring this question to the 
Royal Commission, ami ( want to put cm record why r object to that h seems to 
me that where there are subsidised steamers now trading between England and 
Australia and between England and South Africa and between England and India, 
they have their contracts in baud and have their service to a large extent on the lines 
they require, but when a proposal is made which is required, certainly from the 
New Zealand standpoint and the Canadian standpoint., to suggest lhat it should be 
remitted to a Coiuinissioii composed nf representatives from iwo conntrios at this 
Conference, Die interest in our particular service would only bo an indirect one as far 
us they nre cnncxTinyh and in view nj Die att.itude uf my friend, Mr. Fisher, regarding 
the Canadian Pacific service, and South Africa's advocacy of unrulier route, it would 
hr ohvjqnaly :i very foolish thing lor the advocates of the All Red route across 
Canada to New Zealand from the old country if a proposal of the kind was referred 
to a Ooiuimstiiim oi such u composition ns 1 have mentioned. As against the 
proposition and I prater infinitely, whatever the effect of tin's resolution may be, to 
commence to consider the desirability of recasting what we have been trying to do 
i r ' prefer lo work with tits Canadian Government entirely as fur us 

the Pacific is concerned* and if they are prepared to assist in establishing a faster 
mad ftna packet.service direct with New Zealand, and from Now Zealand direct 
with Canada, I should lie prepared to supplement the amount we arc paying now to 
enable that la Ixjaone. hor friendly reasons and business ruusems I should Tike very 
much to see Australia fall in w it h t he Canadian Pacific service. There is no doubt 
inn 
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ubout it, it has worked very well In the past. We havt never envied them the 
collateral advantages of a service of the kind to Australia, fiecause we have been 
simply n touching point, and whatever benefits have been derived of a material 
character, it is Australia that, has had them, and not New Zealand, right through. 
In the ease of the San Francisco service it was the same. We gave a large subsidy 
in comparison with what Australia gave, but we took not the slightest objection to 
their having their dual port in Sydney and allowing the provisions, coaling, docking, 
and repairs, and all the expenditure to be made them The benefit in that case was 
to Australia, although New Zealand was giving the greater pmj ortion of itie subsidy 
with the United States of America, from the friendly standpoint of the two 
equnlrks being so close together, I should like to say, then, even now, deal with 
the Pacific alone, allowing Canada and the United Kingdom to look after the 
Atlantic theinselves, concerning which it is said by Mr Lloyd George that there 
are not so many difficulties as there are in the Pacific, For my part, 1 should Ik* 
quite prepared to let the United Kingdom and Canadian Government look after 
tlie Atlantic proposals themselves, and in tarn with the Canadian Goveinment, if 
they arc prepared to co operate with New Zealand, to look after the other end our 
selves. It seems tome that the difficulty which Mr. Lloyd George has suggested as 
to whn was going to lie 1 lie party to put into operation a scheme of this sort between 
scattered countries stands in the way distinctly, hut if we arc to wait until we 
nre able to get the divided countries to come together on a point of that kind, the 
Pacific end ot it is going to suffer, and it is the Pacific end that I uin now concerned 
in. I believe ft would be belter for Canada and New Zealand tn do tbal end 
tmrsflves, though 3 should like to see Australia joining with us both in (he matter 

Mr. FISHER: If the Conference will allow me t 1 do not want Sir Joseph to 
be under anv misapprehension regarding nur position. We are not in antagonism 
to New Zealand nor to the Dominion of Canada- we are in hearty sympathy and 
eo operation with Canada, and, a>? he has stated, Queensland in the very early days 
subsidised a steamship line between Brisbane, Sydney, and Vancouver, and ran it for 
a long time. We have continued it up till lately. The present redprocal arrange- 
teeilts lietwfen Canada and New Zealand give New Zealand a distinct advantage 
over the Coi union wealth of Australia, and (hat is the reason why we ate not co¬ 
operating in the present arrangement. The negotiations were closed by the two 
Dominions within their own rights about which wo can make no complaint, nor can 
New Zealand nor Canada make any complaint that we have not conic into that. 
Further* as my colleague reminds me, we have not dosed the proceedings, and we 
might have a line of steamers either in Canadian ports nr to ihe United States ports 
or to any other |H>rts convenient for our trade to carry utir goods and mails. 


Thi other point is that previously this proposition, to m mind, was submitted 
to this GoE 1 fereiice as a mail route largely—for sjleedy urn if ot m 11 m iitication.

encc, The ResohiUOn as adopted lifts in view not only the mutual enforcement of 
awards iji commercial arbitrations, but also the enforcement in one part of the 
Empire of judgments and orders of Courts of Justice given in another part. 

It seems clear that before any communication can properly be made to the 
Dominion Governments with regard to the Resolution in its final shape it will require 
to be considered by the Department of the Lord Chancellor, and I am accordingly 
to suggest, for Air. Secretary Harcourt’s consideration, that the I^ord Chancellors 
Secretary should now be consulted not only as to the nature of the proposals to lie 
submitted to the Dominion Governments in this cannoction, but also as to the prelum - 
nary steps which it may lie necessary to take in this country in order to give effect 
here to the proposals contained in the Resolution. 

The Board would bo glad to be informed in due course of the views of the Lord 
Chancellor with regard to the matter, and of any action which may !*c taken in 
accordance with his recommendation.

P*—Your despatch of the 10th March, No; 49* in which our views arc asked on 
the general question of the attitude of self-governing Dominions towards British 
Endian subjects. Owing to pressure nf lime, which precludes our addressing you 
hy despatch, we are communicating our views by telegraph* The India Office Memo¬ 
randum of the 27th March, which we received by last mail, contains the relevant 
issues, and appears to us, from our point of view, to slate the ease in a satisfactory 
manner; as it covers practically all the matters which we had intended to bring to 
your notice* we consider that the following general remarks will lav sufficient 

The right of self-governing Dominions to prescribe the extent, if any, to which 
Asiatic immigration is to l>c permitted has Ihh»h recognised hy us. It has, however, 
been our contention that Indians as such should not he subjected to different id i real 
merit in regard to immigration laws, and that wo should riot be called upon to secure 
that the movements of Indians should he controlled pa this side: and, further, that 
fair and proper treatment should lie accorded to Indians who arc actually resident 
in the Dominions. This attitude we must maintain. 

Turning to the question of the admission of Indians by individual Dominions, 
we think that Canada and Australia should not fir referred lo in the general dis 
cession, as in these countries the present position would, wo consider, best lie left un 
disturbed In this connection reference is invited to our despatches of the 11 th 
March and241 h fnne, 1909. With regard to South Africa, you are acquainted with 
our views on the still unsettled problem, It is our earnest hope that, in comparison 
with the present conditions of entry into Natal and Cape Colony, the future regula¬ 
tions for thci.se Provinces should uot be made unduh severe. 

We attach the greatest importance to the four points mentioned on page 7 of the 
Memorandum regarding the condition and status of Indians already resident These 
questions arise chiefly in South Africa; and we venture to suggest Mini the measure 
taken by us. in stopping indentured emigration to Natal to restrict n further increase 
in the number of Indian settler?* entitles us t<> claim that the T'riinn Government 
should act hi u onnclliaton spirit with regard to the disabilities to which this dass 
is still subjected. 

The grant to Indians of position and rank of reasonable facilities for travel in 
the Dominions appears in us a matter of considerable importance: the views expressed

on page 6 of the Memorandum have our cordial support There is a natural objection 
nn the part nf educated Indians of position Lo the necessity tor taking out permits, 
and we should welcome the adoption of the provisions of the Canadian Act on this 
point in both South African and Australian law, The provision for students made 
in The former Act might also lie imitated. 

The suggestion that the discussion of these matters at the ( onference should be 
treated as conBdentiai has our cordial approval We are most anxious that feelings 
m India .houId not Ik* excited by the publication of various points which might 
easily arise in the course of discussion.

Jtec., relating to entries and spec!Ikations delivered by 
exporters, and such exporters are liable to a penalty if they give 
inaccurate particulars; but, in practice, this check is exorcised only 
when there is reason lo suapccl, from knowledge of the particular 
articles or from statistical discrepancies, that the nationality has been 
wrongly stated; and it is usually found Hail such errors are duo to care¬ 
lessness or to lack of ixmiplete information on the part of agents. Any

MEMORANDUM BY THE GENERAL POST OFFICE 

The Newfoundland and New Zealand Governments propose to submit resolu¬ 
tions to the Colonial Conference on the subject of the “ All Red Route.' 

2. A copy of the resolution actually passed by the Conference of IW" is 
annexed. It was rather less precise than the resolution that had been nit reduced 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurie®, which specified that the " service upon the Atlantic Ocean 
should be carried on by means of steamships equal in speed and character to the 
host now in existence, and on the Pacific Ocean by steamlliips of a speed not Jess 
than 18 knots," 

£ T ile resol ut ion 110 w prop* >scd by Newfoimd land dea 1 s on 1 y w itl t the At I a mic 
service; anti its purport would appear to be that the best service that can be made 
available for connecting Great Britain and Canada should touch ai Newfoundland, 
and that it' it did so that Colony would contribute in proportion to its population, 
wealth, trade, and interests. A contribution on this basis would be very small—not 
more than .. ! ,,ih of that of the l cited Kingdom—and as the essence of the proposal 
for a fast line across the Atlantic to Canada is that competition with the lines to 
New York should be facilitated by saving every hour possible„ it seems undesirable 
that for a small contribution the journey should i»e lengthened by the six or eight 
hours which would be necessary to enable a call to tie made at St. daba'p, Newfound¬ 
land, on the way to Halifax or to Quebec, 

4. 1 1 may be, however, that the Newfoundland Government intend to put 
forward the project, briefly referred to by Sir Robert Bond at the Conference of 
1007, of a steamer service between the V mted Kingdom and Newfoundland, a rail¬ 
way service across that island, and another steamer service between Nev,fcuindlarid 
and Canada. 'Che main advantage el aimed for such a project is that it would involve 
the shortest passible sea journey; but the route which gave this advantage would 
br available at most for right month* in the year, and would involve double tran- 
shi] uncut of passengers at Newfoundland, The scheme is not considered by the Cost 
Office a practicable one. 

5, The resolution put forward by the New Zi iil mid Government deals mainly 
with the service on the Pacific Qecao N mid shows change in the view* of lhat Govern¬ 
ment since Sir Joseph Ward urged at the Conference of IfiOT that the 18-knot Pacific 
service prapowd by Sir Wilfrid Lauricr was too slow; that there would l>e little 
value in a service by which the mails would take t weniy-seven or l.\\c nlv-Cight days 
to reach London, *.a., practically as long as had been taken for a number of years 
via San Francisco and Now York; and that a service of a bom ’21 knots, which would 
bring New Zealand and England within three weeks of each other, was required, 
and would be supported by New Zealand with a subsidy of as much as .11100,000, 
The New Zealand Goventnuni apparently now consider that a comparatively slow

\\;u to do the journey from Liverpool to Kali fas, Nova Scotia, in four days. In 
■July. 3 90*, be was, however, reported to have referred to the Atlantic journey 
bjmgaccomplished by the proposed “ All lied ’’ route m five days by 21-knot vessels. 
The view of the Post Office is that the cost of running the service by 25-knot instead 
ot by 21-knot steamers would he out of all proportion to any advantages to be 
reached by the increased speed, ft appear to them e hat commercial competition 
ts bringing about a reduction in the time taken, without any special assistance! from 
dm State, In this connection ii is understood that tbe Allan and Canadian Pacific 
Railway lines are contemplating a considerable improvement in their service!’s). 

7, An approximate time table between Liverpool end Auckland for summer 
aiul winter, based on jl 2)-knot effective speed across the Atlantic, and the 16-jcnot 
effective sj>eed across the Pacific now suggested by the New Zealand Government 
as annexed It assumes that the overland train journey from Quebec to Vancouver 
could be accomplished lie four days, and from Halifax in five days. It allows twelve 
hmirs 3or Coaling tit Fiji, but does not provide for coaling at Honolulu—a foreign 
port. It will be seen that from Liverpool to Auckland would take about twenty- 
seven days, and to Sydney—all owing one day at Auckland—about thirty-one and a- 
haH days.

MEMORANDUM BY THE GENERAL POST OFFICE OX IMPERIAL 
POSTAL ORDER SCHEME 

That, it is desirable to complete the Imperial Postal Order Scheme by its 
extension to Australia a ad its full adoption by Canada, so that the British Postal 
Order shall be obtainable and payable in all parts of the Empire and thus afford a 
ready and economical means of remitting 1 small sums mot only between the United 
Kingdom and other parts of the Empire* but between each part and every other* 

The adherence of Australia to the Imperial Postal Order Scheme and its com 
pieste acceptance by Canada, which pays die Imperial ureters at some large offices 
nut does not issue them, are alone wanting to fulfil the idea of an order obtainable 
Etnd payable in any part of the British Empire The British postal order was 
adopted for this purpose 

( Q ) because it was fairly well known throughout the world; 

(&) because the special and costly arrangements for printing it rendered 
imitation exceedingly difficult; and 

lc ) because the British Post Office with an enormous local issue of these 
order* had an effective system of audit in working order ready for 
application to the Imperial Service. 

Z The possibility of aseMing up a reciprocal exchange of local issues of postal 
notes ua- carefnlly considered and abandoned on account of its inherent difficulties. 
It was recognised, in tiie first place, that the cashing of Colonial postal notes else' 
where than in the country oF issue would involve the acceptance of different patterns 
tliftt lirnr twenty two in number) at all oil ices in this country participating in the 
s j ?hem 5 f'^r 20/HJO in number), and would much increase the risk of forgery, If 
(he . 1 scheme is to afford complete communication throughout the Empire, either one 
post'd order must be sold and paid throughout the dominions of the Crown, or the 
lot; 1 1 orders i.-niad in some Colonies must be paid at all the offices which sell the 
Imperial [n>stal order. 1 his would, in practice, mean that postmasters would have 
I'* cash any document which purported to be a postal order. Even if the payment of 
I'ica! <y -ots verv confined to those of two ot three of ihe larger dependencies, the 
rtsk oi forgery, though reduced,, would still remain a serious one. Moreover, this 
Vr'iii■ 111 appear to those Colonies which adhered to the scheme in its entirety to be an 
abandonment ot' the Imperial ideal, in furtherance of which some of them like 
tho*- which make up the Union of South Africa, have even abolished their own 
postal notes. 

3, The acceptance in the United Kingdom of the postal orders of any particu- 
i -r country- *neh as Canada -would be of advantage only to persons in the United 
Kingdom and t Canada, white the complete adhesion of that Dominion to ihe Imperial 
I opt >1 Order Scheme would also provide without further machinery a simple and 
convenient means of remitting small sums of money directly between Canada on the 
one hand, and on the other hand, practically the whole of the Empire, as well as 
utdudine some place* with which Panada does not at present maintain a 
direct money order service. 

That such facilities would be appreciated may be inferred from the fact that 
liritl f h oilers arc now used to an appreciable extent for the remittance of 

sma 1 sums to Canada from uiunerous other countries included in the Imperial 
Scheme, particularly from India and Seath Africa The usefulness of British postal 
orders for am purpose is, however, at present impaired by two serious restrictions 
im nosed by rhe Dominion Government which do not apply in the other countries 
participating in (he service;— 

(fl ) the orders arc not payable even at evei 7 la™ post office in Canada but 
<M&ly at twenty-two <sitv offices; nnd " 

(h) stamps affixed by the senders to the orders In extension of their value arc 
not recognised m Canada. 



win;h at present ^ the IraptnM orders without demur for equally favourable 
treatment <<1 then local postal notes applications which it would he difficult to 
resi>t. lu some eases refusal might lead to an. abrupt termination of the Imperial 


arrangement, while, on the other hand, acquiescence *ou!d undermine it. The 
uniformity and universality of the Imperial Postal Order Scheme, which ate its 
essential features, would be effectually destroyed. 

5. The principal objections raised in Canada and Australia to the Imperial 

Scheme appear to be 

(a) the com plication caused by the necessity for handling two different stocks 
of postal orders or notes at Colonial posL offices; 
ifa the administrative and accounting difficulties that would arise between 
headquarters and the postmasters on account of the extent of the 
territory covered; _ , 

(c) the difficulty of answering questions in connection with the payment of 
orders on account of the fact that the paid orders are filed m London; 
(tf) The financial toss which (he Colonial post offices would suffer through the 
diminution of the money order business with other parts of the Empire 
which would result from the establishment of the system. 

The Canadian Post Office bases its opposition to the scheme on all four of those 
objections, white the Australian Lost Office appears to he guided almost entirely by 

the last. . . 

0. It may be urged in reply as regards (a), that separate local issues are mam- 

tained in addition to the Imperial orders by the Post Offices of Lev ten, lb mg Kong, 
Malta, Newfoundland, New Zealand, Southern Rhodesia. Straits .Settlement*, and 
some of the West Indian Colonies, without, so far as is known, any serious difficulty 
iti consequence of the duplication of systems. 

As regards {b), the administrative and accounting difficulties* seem to be success¬ 
fully met In the case of India, which, beside* the difficulty of ommiiin ten s ion ever a 
laree area and the difference of currency, has to contend with the additional dis¬ 
advantage of a staff of Asiatics and numerous different languages. 

As regards (c), experience has shown that in practice liltle or no trouble is 
caused by "he fact that the orders are filed in London. 

U regards (<f), it should be borne in mind that the Imperial PostalOrdcrbchcme 
is intended to be- and is. In fact -seifsupporting. There would, accordingly, be no 
actual loss on the business transferred troin she Money Ordei Sci vice to the Imperial 
Postal Order Service, and there would only be a sacrifice of revenue in so far as the 
Grafft on a money order transaction in Canada or Australia is greater than the profit 
ITaPlmiSf postal lifer transaction. This Department Ta not in a position to 
estimate (he extent of this pollute sacrifice of revenue, bat it could hardly be very 
great, and might easily be merely nominal, since the money order transaction* 
principal!v affected would be those For -mall amounts, which are the least profitable, 
In urging* this objection the Canadian and Australian Post Offices appear to have 
overlooked the fact, that the diminution of the commission on money order business 
would be accompanied by a corresponding diminution of work. 

7 . The annexed appendix, containing extracts from t.lw Annual Report* 01 the 
New Zealand Post Office far the years 1004 to 1009 and an extract from the Annual 
Report of the Postmaster-General of Cape Colony for the year 1008, is of interest in 
this connection. In the ease of New Zealand it is to be observed lhai the withdrawal 
of the regulation prohibiting the issue of British postal order* amounting to £l m 
value to "one person on any ruio day ter payment to the same payee (winch was 
originally introduced as ft moans of safeguarding the money order revenue) was 
almost immediately followed by a reduction in the commission charged to the public, 
from which it may lie inferred that the competition of the British postal order did not 
adversely affect the money order revenue, white in the case of the Cape Col noy it 
is explicitly stated that the transfer of business from the local money order service 
to the Imperial postal order service resulted in no loss to the ( oloninl revenue. _ 

In comparing the local conditions iu Cape Colony with those which obtain in 
Australia, it is to Ijc borne in mind that whereas 1 he minimum charge in Cape 
Colony for a money order payable in the United Kingdom is fid. (tor a sum not 
exceeding £2), the minimum charge in Australia fora money order payable in the 
U ru led K i ngcfi >m i s onl v fid. (fo r a sum nof e xcccd ing £ I). Th e coin m i s* 1 on on m <>ney 
orders payable in tbo United Kingdom for sums not exceeding £1 being thus less in 
Australia than in Cape Colony, it may fairly be anticipated that since the adoption 
by Cape Colony of the Imperial Postal Order Scheme kaa not resulted in any actual 
loss of revenue, the adoption of the scheme by Australia would be attended by the 
same satisfactory results. 














8 - The conclusion, therefore, seems to be that the Imperial Postal Order 
Scheme is the only practical way of affording much-needed facilities lor the remis¬ 
sion of small sums from one part of the Empire to another, hut united support on 
the part of all the Colonies is essential if full benefit is to be derived from it. The 
advantages which would result to Canada and Australia from its adoption seem far 
to outweigh the accompanying disadvantages, and by giving it their full support 
they would help to provide, at little or no cost to themselves, a rent mid useful 
means of binding the various portions of the Empire more closely together.

MEMORANDUM BY THE GENERAL POST OFFICE 
CHEAPENING OF CABLE RATES. 

Resolution of Government of New Zealand t — 

(IThat in view of the social anti commercial advantages which would result 
from increased facilities for inter-communication between her dependencies and 
Great Britain, it is desirable that all possible means be taken to secure a 
reduction in cable rates throughout the Empire." 

1* The Postmaster-General is in entire sympathy w ith this resolution It is 
eminently desirable that the rates.for cable communication throughout the Empire 
should* in the interests of Commercial and social intercourse and of the dissemination 
of news, be as low as is consistent with the adequate maintenance and the financial 
stability of the system. 

j 1 Among the various methods which have fruin time to tune been.advocated 
for the purpose of bringing about a red union of rates, the most prominent have 
been the acquisition of the cable system by the State* competition by the agency of 
State-owned cables. Cables of new companies, land lines, Arid wireless tel eg rap ny, 

Tire policy of purchase by the State has never been seriously urged. It would 
be a financial transaction of groat magnitude and doubtful profit. It is not likely 
that the service would be improved under State management.. The State would 1 m 
exposed to urgent demands for the adoption of an unremunemtive tar if, which it 
might be difficult to resist. The State could not purchase the cables landed on foreign 
territory which serve as link* in the great Lines of commercial communication, or 
as valuable feeders for the main system, Moreover, wireless telegraphy is making 
advances which, at the best, would make it a somewhat hazardous speculation to 
embark a large amount, of capital on a submarine cable system. 

Neither can competition by State owned cables toe recommended. Such a 
measure is open to the same objections as State purchase, while it would in certain 
cases have the disadvantage oi weakening line* which it is important on national 
grounds to maintain in a sound position, 

Competition by new companies which would be formed if rates were excessive 
would tend to bring these rates to a natural level. But there is no prospect of such 
companies coining forward under present conditions The support of new companies 
by subsidies would involve Government competition in another form. Such competi¬ 
tion has arisen in recent years through the successful efforts of foreign countries to 
provide through the State, or by menus of State support, new lines of cable 
independent of British territory* but this is merely an unmixed disadvantage to 
British cable interests. 

Competition by land lines could only apply to a small portion of the Empire; 
and the encouragement of a competitive tariff by this agency would tend to transfer 
the traffic from Imperial lines to the territory of foreign Powers, 

Competition by wireless telegraphy may one day materially modify the existing 
situation; and the resolution of the New Zealand Government in favour of the 
establishment of a State-owned chain of wirelera telegraph stations is receiving 
the consideration which its great importance and far-reaching issues demand. But, 
in the only case in which u long distance shore-to-shore service has actually Ixsen 
established (that of the Marconi Company's service between Ireland and Canadaf 
it has not. as yet proved itself a serious competitor with the cable companies for 
ordinary commercial communication, 

ft, Assuming that the existing cable system must virtually be dealt with as 
it stands, the most suitable method of ensuring a moderate tariff is regulation by 
the Government. 

The most effective weapon which the State possesses for this purpose is the 
right of attaching conditions to the grant of landing rights. 

The following resolution of the Capo Government, which was adopted at the 
Conference of 19u7 :— 

1 That landing licences should not operate for a longer period than SO years, 
and that when subsidies are agreed to be paid, they should Lie arranged on 
the standing revenue principle—T.e.,"half the receipts, after a fixed gross 
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revenue has wen earned to be utilised for the < xtinguMrateat of the subsidy 
and, by agreement, for the reductiou of the rates ^ 

recognises the importance of this right of the State by providing that grants of 
lauding rights shoo Id not be for a period of more than 2U years, and recommends 
the adoption of an arrangement for the reduction of rates oh a sliding scale which 
is based, not on competition, but on regulation. 

Once the State has granted the requisite landing rights, its power of control 
under tlie present torni ol licence would be exhausted mttiJ the Company are under 
the necessity of obtaining a renewal.

MEMORAKDUM BY THE GENERAL TOST OFFICE* 
STATEOmXEB TELEGRAPH LIKE ACROSS CANADA. 

“That in order to facilitate the handling of the traffic- and to secure entire 
control over the route in which it is engaged, the powers of the Pacific Cable 
Board be extended to enable the Board to work ft land line across Canada / 1 

The proposal for the construction of a telegraph line across Canada is put 
forward in connection with the proposal for the provision of a State-owned cable 
across the Atlantic; and it may fie that it As regarded as dependent on the dectsiqt 
to lie arrived at with regard to that provision. 

The Post master-General understands that the arrangement, under which the 
Pacific Cable Board have tuken a lease of a line between Montreal and the Pacific 
coast has enabled them to effect a marked improvement in working on the section 
on which such improvement was required- 

If the Pacific Gable Board are dissatisfied with the working of the companies 
which provide communication between Montreal and the Atlantic coast., a remedy 
in ight be found In a similar lease of a private wire over that section. 

The provision of a State-owned line across Canada would necessitate a heavy 
outlay; and, in the absencoof a working arrangement with one or other of the 
companies controlling the land lines in Canada,, reliance on a single line would 
expose the service to the risk of dislocation in the ease of interruption.

MEMORANDUM BY THE GENERAL POST OF1TCE. 

STATE OWNED ATLANTIC CABLE 

Resolution of New Zealand Government: — 

14 That, in order to secure a measure of unity in the Cable and Telegraph 
Service within the Empire, the scheme of telegraph cables be extended by 
tbe laying of a State-owned cable between England and Canada, and that 
the pc were of the Pacific Cable Board be extended tc enable the Board to lay and 
control such cable/’ 

Resolution of the Australian Government;— 

“That this Conference strongly recommends the national i sal ion of the 
Atlantic cable in order to cheapen and. render more effective telegraphic 
communication between Great Britain, Canada, Australia, and tfew Zealand by 
thus acquiring complete control of all the telegraphic and cable lines along the 
*aiLred r route/' 

1 . There are the following objections to tilts provision of a State-owned cable 
across the Atlantic for Pacific cable traffic: — 

[1} The traffic passing over the Atlantic to or from the Pacific cable 
(amounting roughly t<> about 1.000,000 words per annum) would not 
constitute a sufficient load to make it possible to work the cable other¬ 
wise than at a loss. If the cable is not fully employed any reduction 
in rates would increase the loss. 

(2) It would not lx: possible to supplement this traffic by competing for 
Canadian or United Hi ales business, for the following reasons':— 

(a) There would be no certainty r>f obtaining the use of connecting 
land tines;, as tin 1 inland telegraphs in Canada, as well as in the United 
States, are in the bands of private companies in alliance with those 
cable companies with which the St ate owned cable would 1* competing, 
(ft) It would not Ik practicable to make satisfactory arrangements 
with the competing cable companies for the handling of the traffic 
in the event of the interruption of the Government cable—a contin¬ 
gency to which cables in the North Atlantic are much exposed. It

[. The resolution of the Government of New Zealand respecting a scheme of 
Mate-owned wireless telegraph stations commences by reference to the scheme 
■W roved b fVi' he M 1 tJ, 1 bouriie Conference, 1909, which included high power stations 
at Nnrii and Geean hla n ij commumeating with one another, and high power stations 
m Australia and New Zealand to communicate with one another and with the 
-station at kuvn. On the 22nd of .March the Secretary of .State informed the Govern- 
ments of the Commonweaith of Australia and New Zealand that, as at present 
acU ! - CcJ Majesty s Government saw no siufrcient reason, either on strategic or 
commercial grounds* to erect the proposed stations at Suva and Ocean Island but 
added that the question of connecting Suva with Vita (New Hebrides), Tulad 
{Solomon Is I rinds), and Ocean Island by a series of medium power stations was being 
considered with the High Commissioner for the Western Pacific. 

2 The- Marconi Company on March the 10th. 1910. asked to be naMed. or to 
txs asostol in obtaining, licences to erect and operate IS high power stations to form 
a chain of communication throughout the Empire, the licetuss to tie for 20 years 
l lorn chute ol completion of stations, the Governments concerned to have the right 
to Purchase the stations at the end of that time, and the licences to be renewed for 
80 " r ]b T l' ns ri ^ht was not exercised. The Company asked for no subsidy and 
promised that telegraph rates between places within the British Dominions should 
be reduced sc that none should exceed Is. per word. 

3 Consideration was given to various aspects of this offer, but the matter was 
not until rcueutly looked upon as pressing* in view of the comparative inefficiency 
oi the one ejistmg long distance service which is worked by the Marconi Company 
across tbe Atlantic, It has now become evident that this service, though slow 
and in low capacity, is fairly accurate and regular, and that the chances arc mfavour 
of ihe early development of long-distance wireless to a point when it will possess a 
dcimne commercial value. It appears also that foreign Companies and foreign 
^mons are giving practical consideration to the question, and that action must be 
taken now bv tin* country if ir in to be first hi the field, and thereby to obtain the 
advantages oi attracting traffic itad claiming noit-inmi-ference, '
